The  Cross  Country  team  met  with  mixed 
results  this  past  week,  defeating  Deerfield 
21-34,  and  then  stumbling  against  US 
Naval  Academy  Prep  School  by  the 
identical  score. 

PA  runners  made  tracks  in  the  first 
cross-country  race  of  the  season,  capturing 
2nd,  3rd,  4th,  oth,  7th,  12th,  and  14th 
places,  while  Deerfield  gathered  1st,  6th, 
8th,  10th,  11th,  and  13th  spots.  In 
cross-country  each  team  adds  their  first 


five  finishing  places,  while  their  next  two 
can  displace  the  opposing  team’s  runners 
Thus  seven  members  of  the  team  count  in 
scoring  and  the  team  with  the  lowest  score 
wins.  Andover  tallied  21  to  Deerfield’s  34. 

Accetta  Leads  Blue 

The  Blue  squad  was  led  by  co-captain 
Randy  Accetta  who  bested  his  own 
personal  record  by  eleven  seconds,  while 
finishing  a strong  second  in  14:49  to  the 
overall  winner  from  Deerfield.  Thirty  two 
seconds  later,  returning  letterman  John 
Wilson  crossed  the  line  to  finish  in  third 
place.  Co-captain  John  Burgess  and  track 
star  Chris  “Bingo”  Bedell  tied  for  fourth 
overall,  and  third  for  the  Blue  in  15:31.

Upcoming  runners  from  the  top  of  last 
year’s  JV  team,  Rob  Nadler  and  Jim 
SpanoS,  completed  the  varsity,  finishing 
the  2.8  mile  circuit  in  16:20  and  16:41 
respectively. 

New  Sensation 

Andover’s  winner  in  the  JV  meet 
deserves  recognition  because  of  his 
incredible  victory.  P.G.  Pat  McHugh 
cruised  across  the  finish  line  to  a 
remarkable  15:21,  running  unchallenged 
the  entire  way.  To  put  this  in  perspective, 
only  one  person  on  Andover’s  varsity  beat 
his  time.  Coach  and  strategist  Frank 
Hannah,  who  had  never  seen  Pat  run 
before,  was  delighted,  and  welcomes  him 
to  the  varsity  squad. 

Girls  Cheer 

The  girls  cross-country  team  watched 
the  start,  and  fans  scattered  throughout 
the  sanctuary  cheered  the  Blue  runners  to 
a fine  performance.  Phil  Harrison  led  the 
race  off  the  line,  setting  the  fast  pace 
which  only  the  Deerfield  winner  and 
Randy  Accetta  were  able  to  sustain. 
Working  hard  from  the  top  of  heartbreak 
hill,  John  Wilson  broke  away  from  Chris 
Bedell  and  co-captain  John  Burgess,  who 
suffered  during  an  off  day.  Right  behind 
them  was  Phil  Harrison  who  had  worked  a 
substantial  lead  over  the  two  Deerfield 
runners  behind  him.  Coach  Hannah  was 
pleased  with  the  depth  of  the  team,  and 
along  with  the  co-captains,  is  looking 
forward  to  a great  season. 

Despite  a brilliant  performance  by 
Co-Captain  Randy  Accetta,  the  US  Naval 


Academy  Prep  School  routed  the  PA  Boys’ 
Varsity  Cross-Country  team,  34-21,  on 
Wednesday  afternoon. 

Record  Unchanged 

Finishing  first  overall,  John  Rasberry 
from  the  Naval  Academy  threatened  the 
Blue  course  record,  yet  came  up  short  by 
one  second.

Despite  torrential  downpours,  Andover 
Cross-Country  reigned  over  Northfield 
Mount  Hermon,  25-30.  Exceptionally 
strong  efforts  over  the  2.55-mile  course  by 
the  Blue  harriers  led  tp  a solid  defeat  of  the 
NMH  runners.  The  runners  were  wet  even 
before  they  lined  up  for  the  start,  as  they 
experienced  a short  delay  while  the  starter 
gave  last-minute  instructions. 

Accetta  Wins  Again 

Keeping  his  winning  streak  alive, 
Co-captain  Randy  Accetta  raced  over  the 
uphill  Mount  Hermon  course  to  his  best 
time  of  the  season,  13:47.  He  was  the  first 
runner  to  break  14  minutes  on  the  course 
this  year,  and  won  by  a comfortable 
margin.  Two  NMH  runners  finished  after 
him,  separating  him  from  a pack  of  Blue 
runners.  Seconfi  for  the  Blue  was  John 
Wilson,  who  beat  out  Co-captain  John 
Burgess  l?y  one  second,  finishing  in  14:13 
and  14:14,  respectively. 

Edging  out  Chris  Bedell,  Upper  Phil 
Harrison  ran  a phenomenal  race,  finishing 
fourth  for  Andover  in  14:25.  Bedell 
finished  four  seconds  later,  eighth  overall 


and  one  place  behind  Harrison.  A pack  of 
runners  and  25  seconds  stood  between 
Bedell  and  sixth  P.  A.  finisher  Arne  Holm. 
Completing  the  scoring  for  the  Blue, 
Patrick  McHugh  finished  14th  overall,  and 
seventh  for  the  Blue  in  14:51.  Steve 
Donahue  and  Andy  Mockler  completed 
the  squad,  finishing  eighth  and  ninth  for 
P.A. 

Interscholastic  Favorites 

The  Captains  and  the  coach  considered 
this  victory  the  most  significant  toward  the 
Interscholastic  Championships.  The  pow- 
erful Mount  Hermon  squad  had  previously 
defeated  last  year’s  victor,  Exeter,  by  a 
comfortable  margin,  and  thus  Andover 
becomes  the  favorite  for  the  Interscholas- 
tic Championships,  which  will  be  hosted 
by  Andover  on  November  8th. 

Encouraged  by  Saturday’s  victory  over 
Northfield-Mount  Hermon,  and  anticipat- 
ing today’s  race  against  Exeter,  the  Blue 
runners  completely  dominated  St.  Paul’s 
on  Wednesday,  16-45.

The  Blue  harriers  slipped  onto  the 
starting  line,  alternating  places  with  the 
red -clad  St.  Paul’s  runners.  When  the  gun 
fired,  the  Blue  Co-captains  Accetta  and 
Burgess  took  immediate  control  and  set 
the  pace  for  the  remainder  of  the  race  in 
setting  a new  course  record.  As  the  race 
progressed,  the  Andover  runners  worked 
their  way  to  the  front,  completely 
dominating  the  weak  St.  Paul’s  team.  They 
came  within  five  points  of  a shutout,  and 
were  one  point  away  from  notching  a 
perfect  score. 

Five  Break 

The  first  five  Andover  runners  finished 
under  the  course  record  of  17:26  for  the 
3.1 -mile  circuit.  Thirty-five  seconds  under 
the  magic  time,  Accetta  and  Burgess  eased 
across  the  finish  line  together.  Refraining 
from  an  all-out  effort  because  of  the 
upcoming  race  at  Exeter  on  Friday,  the 
two  captains  never  tested  themselves  as 
they  ran  unchallenged  the  entire  way.  The 
victory  extended  Accetta’s  winning  streak 
to  five,  and  was  his  second  overall  win.  The 
two  were  poised  to  hold  hands  across  the 
line  until  they  were  warned  of  possible 
disqualification,  and  so  they  simply  ran 
across  the  line  together. 

Pack  of  Blue 

Behind  the  captains  and  their  new  joint 
record  of  16:51,  John  Wilson  crossed  the 
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Boys 9 Cross  - Country 
Outruns  Exeter  38-22

On  Friday  afternoon  of  Exeter’s 
Bicentennial  Celebration,  the  Boys’  Cross 
Country  team  craved  vengeance  for  last 
year’s  disheartening  losses  to  the  Red  for 
both  dual  competition  and  the  inter- 
schols.  The  runners  overwhelmed  the 
Exeter  squad  38  to  22.  By  defeating  last 
year’s  interscholastic  champions  on  their 
own  course,  Andover  became  the  favorites 
for  the  1980  Interscholastic  Champion- 
ships to  be  held  on  November  8.  This  third 
consecutive  victory  brought  the  squad’s 
overall  record  to  4-2,  maintaining  their 
undefeated  record  against  prep  schools. 

Accetta  Leads 

When  the  starting  gun  fired,  the  Blue 
harriers  quickly  moved  up  to  the  front  of 
the  pack,  led  by  Co-captain  John  Burgess. 
Co-c'-otain  Randy  Accetta  and  an  Exeter 
runner  gradually  gained  on  the  leaders, 
thus  setting  the  pace  for  the  race.  After  a 
mile  and  a half,  Accetta  attempted  to 


outdistance  the  Exeter  runner.  Yet  with 
less  than  200  yards  to  go,  the  two  racers 
began  to  sprint  the  remainder  of  the 
course.  The  pace  had  taken  - its  toll  on 
Accetta,  whose  gallant  effort  had 
diminished.  He  finished  the  three  mile 
course  in  15.32  , five  seconds  behind  the 
Exeter  runner,  who  had  run  the  race  eight 
seconds  higher  than  the  course  record. 

Burgess  followed  the  victors,  finishing 
with  a time  of  15.52.  Three  seconds  behind 
Burgess,  Chris  Bedell  ended  the  road  race 
fourth  overall,  third  for  the  Blue. 
Separated  from  these  runners  by  one  Red 
runner,  and  seven  seconds.  Phil  Harrison 
managed  a fourth  place  finish  for  the  Blue 
squad.  John  Wilson  and  P.G.  Pat  McHugh 
followed,  respectively  capturing  fifth  and 
sixth  places  for  the  Blue.

Second  Behind  NMH

On  Saturday,  the  boys  Cross  Country 
Team  suffered  an  unexpected  defeat  to  the 
Northfield-Mt.Hermon  squad  at  the  New 
England  Class  A Prep  School  Cross-Coun- 
try Interschols.  Although  the  Blue  easily 
managed  to  overcome  the  nine  other 
teams,  the  NMH  harriers  slipped  by  to  pull 
off  a one  point  upset,  59-60.  Of  the  eleven 
teams  competing,  only  two,  NMH  and  the 
Blue,  were  in  contention  for  victory;  the 
third  place  team,  Exeter,  was  44  points 
behind  the  Blue,  while  fourth  place 
Deerfield  more  than  doubled  Andover’s 
score  with  129  points.  Following  Deerfield 
were  Choate  (132),  Loomis-Chaffee  (142), 
Milton  (147),  Hotchkiss  (188),  St.Paul’s 
(213),  Taft  (230),  and  Kings  wood  (271). 

Accetta  and  Burgess  Lead 

The  runners  crouched  at  the  starting 
line,  waiting  for  Mr. Hammond  to 
commence  the  race.  The  starting  call  was 
short  and  quick,  and  a Deerfield  runner 
quickly  raced  to  the  front,  leading  the  75 
other  runners.  The  Blue  runners  held 
back,  and  maintained  good  position, 
poised  to  strike  at  the  early  leaders.  The 
Blue  resisted  temptation  to  lash  out  early 
and  entered  the  Sanctuary  in  a pack, 
methodically  working  their  way  to  the 
front.  At  the  log  cabin,  the  halfway  mark, 
the  Blue  had  attained  their  goal: 
Co-Captains  John  Burgess  and  Randy 
Accetta  had  worked  their  way  up  to  lead 
the  pack,  while  other  Blue  runners  were 
not  far  behind. 

Disaster  Strikes 

Disaster  struck.  John  Burgess  slipped 
and  fell  on  a treacherous  mud  patch 
allowing  Blue  runner  Jon  Wilson  to 
overtake  him.  Meanwhile,  the  pace  had 
taken  its  toll  on  Randy  Accetta,  who  began 

to  fade  back.  But  John  Burgess  heroically 
regained  composure  and  chased  the 
leaders  while  Randy  courageously  pressed 
on,  desperately  trying  not  to  lose  contact 
with  the  front  pack.  Their  gutsy  efforts 
paid  off  during  the  next  mile,  until  Accetta 
began  to  fade  back. 

Burgess  Leads  Blue 

John  Burgess  persevered,  overtaking 
Randy  Accetta  and  John  Wilson  to  lead  the 
Blue,  finishing  eighth  overall  with  a time 
of  14:54,  eight  seconds  under  his  personal 
best.  One  second  behind  him,  in  his  best 
race  for  the  Blue,  Jon  Wilson  finished 
ninth  overall,  outsprinting  a Hotchkiss 
runner  in  the  stretch.  In  his  finest  moment 
of  competition,  Chris  Bedell  finished 
twelth  overall  and  third  for  the  Blue,  with 
a time  of  14:58,  demolishing  his  former 
personal  record.  It  seemed  luck  wasn’t  on 
his  side  as  Randy  Accetta  finished 
thirteenth  overall,  with  a time  of  14:59. 
Five  positions  and  fourteen  seconds  later, 
Phil  Harrison  finished  for  the  Blue  with 
another  personal  best.  Patrick  McHugh 
and  Steve  Donahue  rounded  out  the  Blue 


squad  40th  and  45th  overall  with  times  of 
15:42  and  15:48,  respectively. 

Although  the  Blue  runners  were  plagued 
by  disaster,  four  Andover  runners  rose  to 
the  occasion  and  beat  personal  best  times. 
Co-Captain  Randy  Accetta  commented 
that  there  were  some  fine  performances, 
and  that  the  team  completed  the  season 
with  a fine  record  of  13-3,  including 
post-season  competition.

The  Boys’  Cross-Country  team  complet- 
ed a successful  year,  in  which  they  had  a 
4-2  record  and  a second-place  finish  at  the 
Interschols.  Co-captains  Randy  Accetta 
and  John  Burgess  led  the  squad  of  talented 
runners,  which  included  John  Wilson, 
Steve  Donahue,  Chris  Bedell,  Sean  Rynne, 
Pat  McHugh,  Rob  Nadler,  Jim  Spanos, 
Arne  Holm,  and  Andy  Mockler.

Braving  cold  winds  and  a slick  course, 
PA  beat  host  Northfield-Mount  Hermon  by 
a score  of  25-30.  Accetta  became  the  first 
runner  to  break  the  fourteen-minute 
barrier  on  the  2.55-mile  course,  posting  a 
13:47,  good  enough  for  first  place.  Wilson 
ran  second,  followed  closely  by  Burgess. 

A convincing  16-45  triumph  over  St. 
Paul’s  extended  the  Blue  winning  streak  to 
two  and  gave  the  team  a 3-2  record. 
Andover  dominated  the  race,  coming 
within  five  points  of  a shutout  and  one 
point  of  a perfect  score.  Both  Burgess  and 
Accetta  broke  the  course  record  by  an 
astounding  thirty-five  seconds  as  they  ran 
a time  of  16:51.

The  undefeated  Girls’  Cross-Country 
team  finished  up  its  scintillating  season 
last  Saturday  with  an  overwhelming 
victory  at  the  1980  Interscholastic 
Championships. 

Early  Saturday  morning,  the  girls  set 
out  on  the  3Vi-hour  trip  to  the  Hyde  School 
in  Bath,  Maine,  where  the  race  was  held.

Fifteen  prep  schools  were  involved  in 
the  race,  a total  of  90  competitors.  Captain 
Katrinka  Leschey  led  the  pack  around  the 
first  two  loops,  setting  a fast  pace  that 
proved  too  much  for  Exeter's  number  one 
runner.  Katrinka  stayed  in  the  lead 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  race,  finishing 
first  in  an  impressive  17:29,  a full  fifteen 
seconds  ahead  of  the  next  runner.  Once 
again  proving  that  she  is  in  a class  by 
herself,  this  second  Interschol  victory 
keeps  intact  her  undefeated  personal 
record  in  cross-country  competition. 

The  rest  of  the  Andover  team  ran  great 
races,  giving  everything  they  had.  Cruising 
into  a strong  fourth  place  was  Landi 
Fannin,  with  a time  of  18:03,  her  best  race 
cf  the  season.  Landi  has  improved  steadily 
throughout  the  season,  and  as  she  is  an 
Upper,  remains  one  of  the  strong  hopes  for 


the  team  next  year.  Laura  Harrison 
crossed  the  line  in  sixth  place,  a marked 
improvement  over  her  15th  place  finish  of 
last  year.

Unfortunately,  a fall  on  the  muddy  course 
hindered  Ellen  Harrington’s  performance, 
as  she  finished  in  33rd  place. 

An  hour  and  one  half  after  the  Varsity 
race  was  over,  five  Andover  girls  took  to 
the  trampled  course  in  the  JV  race.  The 
competition  was  still  keen,  and  the  team 
members  ran  strong  races,  although  there 
was  no  official  ranking  of  the  finishing 
teams.  Elizabeth  Vinciguera  completed 
one  of  her  best  races  in  28th  place,  having 
overcome  her  knee  injuries.  Amy  Price  and 
Lisa  Carley  ran  together  and  pushed  each 
other  once  again,  finishing  18th  and  22nd, 
respectively.  And  Susanna  DeJuan  showed 
her  steady  progress  throughout  the  season 
by  cruising  into  34th. 


The  final  score  of  58  was  extraordinarily 
low,  with  second-place  Northfield-Mount 
Hermon  compiling  72  points.

Summary 

The  Girls’  Cross-Country  team  complet- 
ed one  of  the  most  impressive  seasons  in 
Andover  cross-country  history  by  winning 
the  Interschols  this  last  Saturday.

Game  100  Of  THE  Rivalry

This  Saturday,  at  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy,  the  Andover  and  Exeter 
Football  teams  will  square  off  in  the 
one-hundredth  meeting  in  as  many  years. 
Fifty-one  of  these  games  have  resulted  in 
Blue  triumphs,  forty  in  Red  victories,  and 
eight  in  ties.  Twelve  of  the  Captains,  who 
led  their  teams  against  the  Exies,  will  join 
the  Alma  Mater  at  Exeter  to  participate  in 
special  halftime  ceremonies.  Each  one  of 
these  twelve  has  accomplished  a variety  of 
outstanding  feats:  playing  two  different 
positions  in  two  different  seasons  (tackle 
and  fullback),  running  for  275  yards  in  one 
game,  and  taking  the  lap  around  the  old 
dirt  cage  in  1921,  to  name  just  a few. 
Single-handedly  beating  Exeter  by  ten 
points  in  one  of  the  greatest  performances 
ever  by  an  individual  against  Exeter. 

The  senior  member  of  the  Andover 
captains  is  Leo  F.  Daily,  a local  boy  who 
was  the  first  Andover  student  to  run  a lap 
around  the  old  cage.  Leo  returned  to 
Andover  four  years  ago  to  cut  the  ribbon 
on  the  renovated  cage.  Leo  was  a versatile 
athlete  who  played  on  two  varsity  teams  for 
two  consecutive  years.  In  1921,  he  played 
fullback,  and  in  1922  tackle.  He  entered 
business  after  graduating  from  Harvard  in 
1927. 

Carl  H.  Sandberg,  Captain  of  the  ’25 
team,  led  his  teammates  strongly  but  went 
down  to  defeat  in  a tightly  contested  battle 
in  Exeter.  Carl,  despite  being  battered  and 
bruised,  played  an  outstanding  game  at 
fullback  against  an  “unusually”  tough 
Exeter  squad.  Carl  went  on  to  play  at  Yale, 
and  is  working  for  the  Proctor  and  Gamble 
Corporation. 

Ed  King  played  halfback  for  the  1930 
! team.  He  was  the  entire  ball  club,  and 
: turned  in  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
efforts  in  Andover  history,  commented 
P.A.  sports  historian  Fred  Harrison.  That 
year  Andover  was  a definite  underdog 
against  Exeter,  but  King’s  inspired  play 
and  incessant  determination  aided  P.A.  in 
beating  their  opponents  by  ten  points. 

Walter  Rafferty,  for  whom  Rafferty 
Reid  was  donated  and  named,  will  attend 
the  football  game  on  Saturday.  Represent- 

Iing  his  father,  who  played  on  the  1899 
team,  one  of  the  most  powerful  teams  in 
P.A.  history,  Walter  played  the  same 
position  as  that  of  every  other  Raffertv  to 


attend  Andover-left  end. 

In  1952,  Andover  went  undefeated  and 
completely  decimated  Exeter,  59-0.  This 
was  another  team  brimming  with  talent. 
George  Bixby  will  be  at  P.E.A. 
representing  that  glorious  team.  Bixby 
p'ayed  tackle  for  the  Blue.  He  lived  in 
Andover  and  later  attended  Dartmouth.

could  be  no  complaints  yesterday. 

Despite  the  rain  and  wind,  Phillips  was 
able  to  go  home  a 14-6  winner  and  in  the 
process  spoil  Exeter’s  Bicentennial  Cele- 
bration. 

Andover  now  holds  a 51-41-8  edge  in  the 
series,  while  on  the  season  Phillips  raised 
its  record  to  2-2-1  and  Exeter  fell  to  1-3-1. 

"I  was  very  happy  with  our  perfor- 
mance." said  Phillips  coach  George  Best 
afterwards.  "To  have  no  fumbles  on  a day 
like  this  is  amazing.  Our  execution  was 
excellent." 

Both  teams,  needless  to  say,  were  af- 
fected by  the  adverse  weather  conditons. 
Andover,  which  throws  40  percent  of  the 
time,  was  forced  to  play  careful,  while 
Exeter’s  great  runner,  Greg  Dunne,  last 
year's  player  of  the  year,  seemed  ham- 
pered due  to  the  muddy  footing. 

Perhaps  the  key  to  this  ballgame, 
though,  was  what  happened  before  the 
rain  began  to  fall  heavily  midway  through 
the  second  quarter. 

Phillips,  thanks  to  a one-yard  plunge 
by  Carl  Craane  and  the  point  after  by  Ge- 
rard Leone,  with  10:17  left  in  the  half  , was 
leading  7-0  when  the  weather  turned  sour 
and  Exeter  was  faced  with  the  task  of 
coming  back  under  less  than  ideal  condi- 
tions. 

“That's  the  feeling  I had  at  halftime,” 
said  Best.  "I  knew  those  seven  points 
meant  alot  more  under  the  conditions." 

And  after  that,  with  execution  the  key, 
it  was  Phillips  and  not  Exeter  who  was 
able  to  execute  best  on  a muddy,  slippery 
field. 

Andover,  in  fact,  was  able  to  pad  their 
lead  to  14-0  thanks  to  a perfectly  executed 
screen  pass.  With  the  ball  at  Exeter's  26, 
Phillips  quarterback  Bob  Clifford  faded 
back  to  pass,  chased  by  three  Exeter  line- 
men. Just  as  it  seemed  he  would  be 
sacked,  Clifford  got  the  ball  away  to 
Craane  on  the  left  side,  and  the  senior  run- 
ning back  followed  his  blockers  straight 
ahead  into  the  end  zone  for  Phillips  sec- 
ond score  with  2:37  left.  Leone  added  the 
point  after,  and  Andover  went  ahead  by  14 
seemingly  insurmountable  points. 

That  score,  in  fact,  looked  as  if  it 
would  hold  up  until  Exeter  was  finally 
able  to  get  something  going  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter. 

Running  back  Greg  Dunn  started 
things  when  he  broke  a run  from  midfield 
all  the  way  down  to  the  Phillips  19-yard 
line.  Four  plays  later,  Dunn  made  a key 
fourth  down  run,  battling  down  to  the  one- 
yard  line,  then  on  the  next  play  dove  over 
for  Exeter’s  first  points. 

Exeter  then  went  for  the  point  after, 
but  the  snap  from  center  was  bobbled  by 
the  holder  and  subsequently  the  attempt 
was  blocked. 

Phillips  then  showed  great  composure 
over  the  last  10  minutes  as  it  kept  Exeter 
from  getting  a possible  tying  score. 

First  came  an  excellent  punt  by  Leone 
with  7:56  left,  which  left  Exeter  in  a hole 
at  their  own  nine. 

Phillips  then  was  able  to  recover  a 
fumble  with  6:32  left  to  stop  another  Ex- 
eter threat. 

Finally,  with  45  seconds  left,  and  Ex- 
eter at  the  Phillips  25-yard  line,  Exeter 
was  tagged  with  a 15-yard  penalty  for  an 
illegal  receiver  downfield,  pushing  them 
back  to  the  40  and  ending  any  attempts  at 
pulling  out  a tie. 

"I  was  very  impressed  with  Carl 
Craane.”  said  Best  about  his  running 
back,  “and  I thought  Clifford  was  out- 
standing at  quarterback.  His  ability  to 
scramble  was  one  of  the  keys.  And  our 
fullback  Ted  Thomas  also  ran  well.”

For  the  first  time  in  eight  years  the 
Andover  Varsity  Football  Team  ended  its 
season  with  a winning  record  of  4-2-1.

Long  Drive 

From  the  opening  play  of  the  game, 
there  was  no  doubt  that  PA  would  control 
the  tempo  of  the  football  game.

Andover.  In  the  first  quarter,  Wilbraham 
& Monson  could  not  sustain  drives  of 
longer  than  20  yards.  The  Blue  defense 
played  effectively  behind  the  leadership  of 
Dan  Bennett,  Bruno  Mastropasqua,  Keith 
Getter,  Peter  Coburn,  Paul  Slattery,  and 
Billy  Strack. 

Quick  Score 

The  offense  exploded  again  for  a 
touchdown  in  the  second  quarter.  The 
two-play  drive  consisted  of  a twenty-yard 
strike  to  Lacourse  and  a fifteen-yard 
touchdown  run  by  Craane.

Strack  Recovers 

The  third  quarter  opened  with  an  even 
higher  PA  intensity  than  the  previous  two 
quarters.

McDonough  Recovers 

With  two  minutes  and  ten  seconds 
remaining  in  the  third  quarter,  tackle  Tom 
McDonough  picked  off  W&M's  second 
turnover  of  the  game  on  the  Monson 
thirty-five  yard  line.  Craane  later  took  a 
pitch  from  Clifford,  who  under  pressure 
threw  a beautiful  pass  for  twenty  yards  to 
Lacourse  for  the  final  touchdown  of  the 
day. 

Bennett  Seals  Shutout 

W&M  did  attempt  to  put  at  least  six 
points  on  the  board  in  the  final  quarter, 
but  just  as  they  began  their  drive,  Bennett 
stepped  in  front  of  the  receiver  and  picked 
off  the  attempted  pass.  The  final  score  left 
Wilbraham  & Monson  scoreless,  and  PA 
with  25. 

Summary 

Coach  Best  said  that  this  year’s  Varsity 
Football  Team  showed  its  strength  as  it 
constantly  improved.  Their  final  record 
stood  at  four  wins,  two  losses,  and  one  tie. 
The  record  would  probably  have  been  even 
better  had  it  not  been  for  the  short 
preseason.  This  short  preseason  resulted  in 
two  early  defeats  against  Worcester  and 
Choate,  but  after  the  loss  to  Choate  the 
dedicated  Blue  never  lost  again. 

Worcester  was  the  Blue’s  first  and  worst 
performance.  The  explosive  offense  failed 


to  score  and  the  defense  could  not  seem  to 
stop  Worcester  from  penetrating  the  goal 
line.  The  game  ended  with  a 17-0  score. 

Determined  to  improve,  the  team 
worked  hard  all  w;ek  to  prepare  for  the 
Choate  game.  However,  the  Blue  lost  again 
in  the  closing  seconds  by  a score  of  16-12. 
The  key  play  of  this  contest  was  the  final 
Choate  drive  in  the  fourth  quarter  where 
they  marched  sixty-yards  for  the  winning 
score.  The  defense  held  the  opposition  for 
three  successful  stands,  but  the  Choate 
fullback  finally  plunged  into  the  endzone 
for  the  winning  score.  Although  the  offense 
looked  much  better  compared  to  th< 
previous  game  against  Worcester,  the 
kicking  team  needed  much  improvement. 

The  next  game  against  Lawrenceville 
proved  to  be  the  turning  point  of  the 
season.  Coach  Best  said,  "Lawrenceville 
was  by  far  the  most  crucial  game  of  the 
season.”  Played  in  rain,  the  game  ended 
with  a 19-0  victory.  Both  the  defense  and 
offense  played  well,  with  the  offense 
scoring  on  Craane  runs  and  the  defense 
holding  Lawrenceville  scoreless  within 
three  goal  line  stances.  After  Lawrence- 
ville. the  Blue  never  lost  again. 

The  Blue’s  toughest  competition  turned 
out  to  be  Northfield-Mt.Hermon.  After  its 
first  victory,  Andover  looked  forward  to 
beating  NMH.  They  could,  however,  only 
manage  a tie.  A poor  game  for  the  Blue 
offense,  the  defense  under  the  agressive 
hitting  of  Bennett  and  Strack  played 
superbly  holding  NMH  to  only  six  points. 
Emerging  as  an  extremely  talented  runner, 
Craane  carried  the  ball  fifteen  times  for 
126  yards.  The  Blue  could  have  won  more 
easily,  had  it  not  been  for  the  offense' 
inability  to  score  from  inside  the  ten  yard 
line. 

The  most  gratifying  victory  of  the  season 
occurred  against  Exeter.  Behind  the 
support  of  nineteen  bus  loads  of  fans,  the 
Blue  completely  thrashed  Exeter  in 
torrential  rains,  by  the  score  of  14-6.  Bob 
Clifford  played  an  outstanding  game  at 
quarterback  while  Craane  was  simply 
unstoppable.  The  defense  played  with  such 
intensity  and  motivation  that  it  was 
surprising  Exeter  even  scored  six  points.

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Boys’  Soccer  Beats  Masco; 
Falls  To  Tough  Tufts  JV

After  a 3-1  loss  in  a scrimmage  to 
Belmont  Hill,  Head  Soccer  Coach 
Meredith  Price  did  not  seem  optimistic 
about  the  early  part  of  the  1980  season. 
The  first  two  contests  were  both  away 
games,  one  at  State  Champion  Mascono- 
met  High,  the  other  at  Tufts;  while  both  of 
these  squads  had  practiced  since  the  early 
part  of  September,  Masconomet  had  in 
fact  played  several  games,  the  Blue  had 
but  a week  and  one  half  of  practice.  Thus, 
when  the  Masconomet  game  started, 
Andover  was  considered  an  underdog.  But 
Andover  showed  its  true  blue,  not  only 
beating  but  shutting  out  Masconomet 
High  2-0.  If  PA  can  continue  tq  excel  as  it 
did  against  Masconomet  in  the  early  part 
of  the  season,  then  the  road  to  success  of 
this  year’s  campaign- could  be  short. 

Price  began  the  game  with  a 
senior-loaded  lineup:  Ki  Kim  at  leftwing, 
upper  Stefan  Wennik  at  center,  rightwingt 
Scott  Amero,  halfbacks  upper  Tom  Brand, 


Jim  Herberich,  and  Doug  Price,  along  with 
sweeper  fullback  Mark  Bamford,  left 
fullback  Bob  Ramsey,  center  fullback  Bob 
Mazzone,  and  rightwing  fullback  Jim 
Kohn  all  playing  in  front  of  the  invincible 
Steve  Frank  in  goal.  During  the  course  of 
the  game,  Price  made  seven  substitutions, 
fishing  out  players  from  his  deep  pool  of 
talented  reserves,  although  three  players, 
Dokim,  Craig  Pearsall,  and  Myles  Hill 
were  injured. 

Andover  started  slowly  in  the  first 
quarter;  Masconjmet  used  the  crafty 
offside  trap  ployjnn  which  the  Mascono- 
met defender  attempts  to  make  the  PA 
player  offside  by  darting  in  front  of  the 
Andover  player  just  before  he  receives  a 
pass,  causing  an  offsides  infraction.  This 
tactic  shut  down  the  Blue  offense 
considerably,  as  witnessed  by  the  seven 
offsides  calls.  Jay  McLaughlin  got  Andover 
on  the  board  with  a quick  shot  on  a 
designed  play  off  of  a corner  kick  by  Doug 
Price  at  5:44  in  the  second  quarter. 
McLaughlin  caught  the  ball  in  the  air  with 
his  foot  and  redirected  it  past  the 


sprawling  Masconomet  goalie  for  a 
textbook  tally.  Doug  Price,  maneuvering 
around  the  defenseless  Masconomet 
goalie,  netted  an  insurance  goal  on  a 
controlled  breakaway  down  the  right  side. 

The  fullbacking  corps  played  sound 
defense,  marking  their  man  and  clearing 
the  ball  out  of  the  middle  during 
scrambles.  What  can  be  said  about  Steve 
Frank  that  hasn't  been  mentioned  before? 
He  repeatedly  stopped  point  blank  shots, 
including  one  in  the  waning  moments  of 
the  game,  to  preserve  the  shutout. 

The  Masconomet  team  as  a whole 
proved  to  be  a spirited  squad  with  many 
individual  standouts  such  as  their  goalie. 
Price  felt  that  Andover’s  opponent 
appeared  weaker  than  anticipated.  This 
fact,  however,  should  not  diminish  the  PA 
effort. 

Steve  Frank,  goalie  supreme  of  the 
Andover  Varsity  Soccer  team,  lay 
motionless  in  front  of  his  goal;  sweeper 
Mark  Bamford  hovered  above  his  fallen 
comrade.  Frank,  the  victim  of  a kick  in  the 
face  from  the  cleated  foot  of  a Tufts  JV 
player,  had  lunged  seconds  before  in  a 
desperate  gamble  to  stop  the  oncoming 
player.  Just  as  he  got  a firm  grip  on  the 
ball  and  held  it  in  his  chest,  Frank  was  hit 
by  the  Tufts  player;  the  results  were 
devastating:  Frank  went  into  a semicon- 
scious state  before  regaining  conscious- 
ness, he  was  bleeding  from  mouth,  and  his 
face  was  swollen.  Enter  lower  Brian  Bedell 
as  goalie  with  a scoreless  game  near  the 
end  of  the  first  quarter.  Bedell  played  the 
game  of  his  life  and  the  whole  team  played 
inspired  soccer  on  behalf  of  Frank.  Right? 
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Forward  Kl  Kim  attempts  a sliding  tackle. 

Wrong!  Although  the  team  did  manage  a 
fine  effort  and  Bedell  did  excel  in  goal,  the 
PA  Varsity  Soccer  team  lost  to  an 
aggressive  Tufts  JV  squad  2-1,  at  Tufts. 

The  loss  evened  the  Blue’s  sfeason  record 
at  1-1.  The  victory  had  come  against 
Masconomet  High  in  the  opening  game  on 
Saturday  in  a 2-0  shellacking  of  the  home 
team. 

To  say  that  the  Tufts  game  was  physical 
is  a gross  understatement.  Along  with 
Frank’s  injury,  there  was  an  abundance  of 
bloody  noses  and  minor  cuts  and  bruises. 
Nonetheless,  both  teams  managed  to  play 
soccer  for  twcr45  minute  halves,  and  in  the 
end,  the  more  physical  team  won. 

Andover  dominated  the  first  ten  minutes 
of  the  game,  keeping  the  ball  in  the  Tufts’ 
defensive  zone  and  around  the  Tufts’  net.

The  Andover  Varsity  Soccer  Team 
ventured  to  the  playing  fields  of  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy  in  search  of  the  hallowed 
Dunbar  Cup.  The  quest  for  the  cup  ended 
at  the  forty  five  second  mark  in  the  second 
overtime  period  as  Exeter  shocked  PA  1-0. 
The  upset  victory  by  the  Red  eliminated 
Andover  from  the  Dunbar  Cup  race  for  the 
1980  season. 

The  Blue  appeared  sluggish  throughout 
their  next  game  as  they  lost  4-2  to  a poor 
Harvard  JV  squad.  Although  the  team 
might  have  experienced  a letdown  after  the 
Exeter  game,  the  numerous  defensive 
blunders  and  offensive  mistakes  displayed 
in  the  Harvard  contest  cannot  be  excused. 
The  two  consecutive  losses  halted  PA’s  six 
game  winning  streak.  The  Blue,  however, 
still  maintain  a 7-3  record. 

Sudden  Death 

Forty-five  seconds  stood  between  the 
Andover  Soccer  Team  and  the  elusive 
Dunbar  Cup.  PA  had  battled  the  Exeter 
squad  for  four  twenty-minute  quarters. 
With  the  score  deadlocked  at  0-0,  the 
teams  entered  a ten  minute  overtime;  a tie 
would  give  the  Blue  the  Dunbar  Cup  for 
the  first  time  while  an  Exeter  victory, 
coupled  with  a Deerfield  win  over  NMH, 
would  bring  the  cup  home  to  the  Red  in 
their  Bicentennial  year. 

The  first  five-minute  "half’  of  the 
overtime  produced  a number  of  chances 
for  either  team.  The  overflowing  crowd 
suddenly  became  boisterous  as  the  teams 
set  up  for  the  final  kickoff,  marking  the 
start  of  the  last  five  minutes  of  the  game. 
Exeter  players,  as  well  as  the  fans,  kept  a 
constant  watch  on  the  clock  as  the  seconds 
ticked  away.  Andover  players  and  fans,  on 
the  other  hand,  began  to  edge  closer  and 
closer  to  the  field,  sensing  a win  or  tie. 

With  one  minute  remaining,  and  neither 
team  dominating  play,  a tie  seemed 


imminent.  Exeter  drove  downfield  on  the 
left  side,  where,  on  the  twenty-five  yard 
line,  an  Andover  player  drew  a foul.  The 
Red  left  fullback  came  up  and  blasted  the 
ball  towards  the  right  Andover  post. 
Amidst  a swarm  of  players,  one  of  the  PA 
fullbacks  managed  to  leap  and  head  the 
ball  out  to  the  right  side.  But  Exeter’s 
forward  John  Hand  intercepted  the  ball 
before  it  could  go  out  to  the  side  and 
redirected  it  in  mid  air.  His  header  went 
past  a stunned  Steve  Frank,  into  the  back 
left  corner  of  the  net  for  the  lone  goal  of 
the  game. 

The  loud  roar  of  the  Exeter  cannon 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  game.  The 
Andover  crowd  outnumbered  that  oi 
Exeter  as  PA  cheered  the  introduction  of 
the  Blue  lineup.  Andover  started  slowly, 
appearing  nervous.  PA  committed  numer- 
ous fouls  in  attacking  the  Red  defense.  The 
Blue  exhibited  sloppy  play  in  the  middle 
while  making  an  effort  to  control  the  flow 
of  the  game.  Bursts  down  the  left  side  by 
Jay  McLaughlin  and  Doug  Price  produced 
sporadic  shots  at  Exeter  goalie  Brooks 
Crichlow. 

By  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter, 
PA  was  dictating  the  tempo  of  the  game, 
while  Exeter  was  unable  to  sustain  an 
attack.  Although  the  Blue  offense  proved 
to  be  ineffective  in  creating  rushes,  it 
prevented  the  clearing  of  Exeter  goal 
kicks,  a tactic  which  put  constant  pressure 
on  Crichlow.  Myles  Hill  and  Price 
performed  give  and  go’s  with  little  success. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  quarter,  Exeter 
gained  the  upper  hand  as  they  pestered 
Frank.  Frank  had  to  punch  balls  out  of  the 
goal  area  where  the  fullbacks  would  clear 
the  ball  downfield. 

When  the  third  quarter  got  underway, 
both  teams  realized  that  one  goal  might  be 
enough  for  the  win.  Andover's  massive 
fullbacks  outmaneuvered  Exeter’s  wiry 


forwards  on  head  balls,  which  resulted  in  a 
number  of  pushing  off  fouls  on  the  Red. 
The  fullbacks  effectively  cleared  the  ball, 
preventing  any  chance  of  an  Exeter  score. 
Exeter’s  best  attempt  came  from  the  foot 
of  Captain  Scott  Mellen,  who  rocketed  a 
direct  kick  from  twenty  yards  out  which 
Franco  had  to  grab  on  the  fly.  Overall,  the 
Blue  offense  remained  dormant,  unable  to 
provide  point-blank  shots  at  Crichlow. 

The  fourth  quarter  saw  the  awakening 
of  the  PA  offense.  Wing  Scott  Amero  keyed 
the  attack  as  he  had  several  chances  down 
the  right  side.  On  one  such  burst,  he 
dribbled  by  the  Exeter  fullback  before 
colliding  with  a diving  Crichlow  ten  yards 
in  front  of  the  net.  The  ball  ricocheted  out 
to  inner  Ki  Kim  who  then  shot  a liner 
which  Crichlow  easily  caught. 

Although  Andover  had  roughly  the  same 
number  of  corner  kicks  and  shots  on  goal 
as  Exeter,  the  offense  did  not  play  as  well 
as  it  had  in  previous  games.  Coach 
Meredith  Price  called  the  offense  “feeble” 
and  said  that  Exeter  must  have  played 
poorly  in  losses  to  NMH  and  St.  Pauls. 

In  falling  to  Harvard,  Andover  played  its 
worst  game  of  the  season.  The  defensive 
corps  fell  apart  in  the  second  half  as  the 
Crimson  unmercifully  sent  a four  goal 
deluge  at  the  Blue.  The  offense,  except  for 
a brief  flash  in  the  early  part  of  the  second 
half,  remained  quiet  while  Harvard 
effectively  contained  the  attack. 

Harvard  maintained  a decisive  edge  in 
play  during  the  first  half.  They  managed  to 
rifle  long  range  missiles  which  goalie  Steve 
Frank  had  difficulty  fending  off.  Harvard 
outhustled  Andover,  outpositioned  And- 
over, and  outmaneuvered  Andover. 
Crimson  players  made  superior  individual 
efforts  which  allowed  them  to  take  control 
of  the  play  at  any  point  in  the  half.  The

Just  as 
suddenly  as  Harvard  had  tallied,  Andover 
answered  back  five  minutes  later  as  Mark 
Bamford  blasted  a Ki  Kim  pass  along  the 
ground,  eluding  the  diving  Crimson  goalie. 

Andover  continued  the  resurgance  when 
Doug  Price  outmuscled  the  Harvard 
goalie,  managing  to  get  his  foot  on  the  ball 


just  before  llic  goalie  could  scoop  it  up. 
The  ball  rolled  into  the  vacated  net,  giving 
Andover  a 2-1  lead  and  changing  the 
momentum  of  the  game.

In  bowing  to  Cushing  Academy  and 
Exeter,  PA  proved  that  it  had  lost  some  of 
its  early  season  intensity.

The  Blue  defense  broke  down  at  the 
onset  of  the  second  half,  allowing  Cushing 
to  net  a quick  goal  after  two  minutes  of 
play.  After  a momentary  lapse,  PA  picked 
up  the  pace  of  the  game.  At  the  fifteen 
minute  mark,  the  Blue  tied  the  score  at 
two  on  what  Coach  Meredith  Price  called 
“One  of  the  best  heads  I have  ever  seen.” 
Do  Kim-crossed  the  ball  to  the  left  side 
right  at  the  edge  of  the  penalty  line.  Doug 
Price  cruised  in,  lined  the  ball  up,  and 
dove  at  the  ball.  He  caught  the  ball  ten 
yards  out  from  the  goal,  and  drove  it  into 
the  short  side  of  the  goal.  Andover  had  a 
number  of  chances  to  win  the  game,  but 
spectacular  saves  by  the  Cushing  goalie  off 
of  Bob  Ramsey  and  Do  Kim  prevented  a 
PA  victory. 

Cushing  dictated  the  play  in  the 
overtime  as  the  ball  was  constantly  in  PA’s 
defensive  end.  Midway  through  the  first 
five  minute  period  of  the  ten  minute 
overtime,  Cushing’s  Jim  Cleary  broke  the 
two  all  deadlock  with  a goal.  For  the  rest  of 
the  game,  Andover  fruitlessly  pestered 
Cushing.  In  losing  to  the  Purple,  PA  fell  to 
a team  which  had  beaten  Exeter  3-0  and 
NMH  1-0,  as  well  as  shared  the  lead  in 
their  soccer  division. 

Price  anticipated  a rise  in  the  Blue  play 
for  the  final  few  games.  He  noted  that 
forward  Doug  Price,  who  played  the  best 
game  of  any  PA  forward  this  year,  has 
eleven  goals  for  the  season;  this  ties  him 
with  Bill  Way,  captain  of  the  1978  team, 
for  the  most  goals  in  one  season  by  a player 
in  the  six  years  Price  has  coached  the  team. 


Two  weeks  ago,  the  head  of  Exeter 
forward  John  Hand  propelled  an  indirect 
kick  past  goalie  Steve  Frank  for  the  lone 
goal  of  the  game.  On  Wednesday,  the  right 
foot  of  Hand  blasted  a low  liner  into  the 
left  side  of  Andover’s  net  for  the  game 
winner  in  the  Red’s  2-0  triumph. 

Missed  chances  signaled  PA’s  downfall 
during  the  entire  game.  Andover 
completely  dominated  the  first  half, 
although  the  score  remained  0-0.  Passes 
just  out  of  reach,  shots  just  wide  or  high, 
spelled  the  true  story  of  the  game.  If  PA 
had  converted  their  missed  chances,  the 
score  could  have  easily  been  5-0  by  the  end 
of  the  first  quarter.

At  the  start  of  the  second  half  of  the 
Andover-Dartmouth  game,  the  PA  Soccer 
Team  trailed  1-0,  as  the  Green  had  scored 
twelve  minutes  into  the  first  half.

Super  Start 

The  young  season  began  with  hope  and 
romise.

After  a 
brief  exhibition  season,  Andover  opened 
the  schedule  with  a talented  team  under 
the  foreceful  leadership  of  Co-Captains 
Mark  Bamford  and  Jim  Herberich.  PA 
won  its  opening  game  against  perennial 
Massachusetts  super  power  Masconomet

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Boys’  Basketball  ‘Aggressive’

Although  the  Boys’  Varsity  Basketball 
Team  went  1-1  for  the  week,  defeating 
Bowdoin  College  “B”  63-61  while  falling 
to  well  coached,  disciplined,  and  tall 
Worcester  75-67,  it  continued  to  play 
aggressive  team  basketball. 

In  their  first  contest  of  the  week  against 
the  Bowdoin  College  “B”  team,  Andover 
eked  out  a last  minute  63-61  victory.  The 
teams  played  a close  and  hard  fought 
battle  as  the  score  was  tied  for  most  of  the 
contest;  but  in  the  end,  it  was  PA’s  ability 
to  commit  fewer  turnovers  and  their  clutch 
shooting  that  won  the  game. 

Sloppy  defense  and  numerous  mistakes 
by  both  teams  characterized  the  first  half. 
Although  Andover  did  take  the  lead  in  the 
early  moments  of  the  game,  their  offense 
was  hampered  by  broken  plays  and  an 
inability  to  take  control  of  the  inside  game. 
Knowing  that  Andover  had  trouble 
bringing  the  ball  upcourt  against  a full 
court  press  the  previous  week  against 
Tufts  “B”  team,  Bowdoin  applied  a press; 
but  Andover  mostly  avoided  the  trap  oy 
immediately  passing  the  ball  upcourt. 
Midway  through  the  first  half,  the  Blue 
began  to  improve  on  offense  as  some  of  the 
players  regained  their  shooting  touch. 
Forward  Paul  Slattery  poured  in  seven  first 
half  points  as  well  as  pulling  down  key 
offensive  and  defensive  rebounds.  Captain 
Kenny  Cline  added  to  the  attack  as  he 
closely  guarded  tne  Bowdoin  center  on 
defensive  and  outplayed  him  on  offensive. 
Guards  Chris  Arnold,  Matt  Dacey,  and 
Bill  Marr  all  had  productive  first  halves  as 
they  each  contributed  to  the  transition 
game  and  ran  the  offense  effectively. 

In  the  second  half,  Andover’s  play 


improved  as  both  their  offense  and  defense 
came  alive.  By  the  middle  of  the  half,  PA 
had  already  opened  up  a nine  point  lead 
on  the  shooting  strength  of  Dacey, 
Slattery,  and  Cline.  At  one  point,  Andover 
lead  53-44  and  it  seemed  as  though,  after  a 
tough  first  half,  they  were  going  to  blow 
Bowdoin  out  in  the  second  half.  Well, 
that’s  what  seemed  likely  to  happen,  but  it 
didn’t.

Andover 
immediately  called  a time  out  to  figure  a 
way  to  regain  their  composure.  The 
solution  was  simple:  get  the  ball  into  the 
big  men  for  the  easy  score.  And  this  is 
exactly  what  PA  did.  Arnold  and  Dacey 
made  feeds  into  Cline  and  Slattery  and 
they,  in  turn,  converted  easy  lay-ups.  The 
strategy  worked  perfectly  and  eventually 
made  the  difference  in  the  outcome  of  the 
game. 

Rebounds 

Worcester  Academy  had  a frontcourt 
consisting  of6’6”  and  6’5”  forwards  and  a 
6 7”  center  to  battle  against  6’4”  Kenny 
Cline,  6’5”  Paul  Slattery,  and  6’2”  Bob 
Ransey.  Andover’s  talented  trio  displayed 
tremendous  determination  and  aggressive- 
ness as  they  pushed,  shoved,  and  boxed 
out  the  giants  from  Worcester.  Unfortun- 
ately, the  PA  guards  did  not  play  with  the 
same  amount  of  enthusiasm  and 
aggressiveness  as  the  big  men;  this 
weakness  accounted  for  many  rebounds  by 
the  Worcester  guards  who  cashed  in  on  the 
second  chances.  PA  managed  to  narrow 
Worcester’s  18  point  first  half  lead  to  5 
points  in  the  second  before  falling  75-67. 


Slow  Start 

PA  got  off  to  a slow  start  offensively  with 
nerves  forcing  various  mistakes  and 
turnovers.  Worcester  managed  to  get  the 
ball  inside  to  their  big  men  who  exhibited 
quite  a soft  shooting  touch.  Cline  lead  the 
scorers  with  eleven  points,  nine  from  the 
foul  line,  as  Chris  Arnold  was  the  only 
player  to  hit  consistently  from  the  outside, 
netting  five  of  his  nine  points  from  the 
field. 

Physical  Play 

Worcester’s  physical  superiority  in  the 
frontcourt  proved  to  be  the  key  in  the  third 
quarter.  Although  Slattery,  Mackie,  Cline, 
and  Ramsey  boxed  out  well,  Worcester 
forwards  were  able  to  reach  over  the  top 
for  rebounds,  with  their  guards  sneaking 
in  for  second  opoortunities.  But  the  Blue 
recovered  their  first  hajf  jitters  and  began 
hitting  from  the  outside.

Despite  a rare  four-point  play,  Bob 
Ramsey  and  a nineteen-point  performance 
from  Captain  Kenny  Cline,  the  Boys’ 
Varsity  Basketball  team  could  not  stop  the 
strong-shooting  Northfield-Mount  Her- 
mon  team  from  winning  their  second 
consecutive  victory  of  the  year,  59-53. 

Losing  to  NMH  is  always  heartbreaking, 
but  this  contest  was  especially  so;  the  score 
was  close  for  all  four  periods  and  the  game 
was  not  decided  until  the  final  minutes. 
Andover  maintained  their  characteristic 
aggressive  style  of  play  for  the  entire  forty 
minutes,  but  in  the  end  were  overcome  by 
NMH’s  quick  shooting  guards  and  tall 
center. 

Sagging  Zone  Defense 

Both  P.A.  and  NMH  played  tight, 
sagging  zone  defenses  that  allowed  for 
little  scoring  for  either  team.

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Boys’  Basketball  Defeated  By  Exies

If  there’s  ever  a disappointing  way  to 
end  a basketball  season,  it’s  losing  to  the 
"dreadful  red"  in  the  final  game  of  the 


year.  Three  weeks  ago.  the  Boys’  Varsity 
Basketball  Team  fell  to  a very  aggressive 
Exeter  squad,  which,  ironically,  P.A.  had 
beaten  earlier  in  the  season  quite  easily. 
Though  the  final  score  indicates  Andover 
lost  by  only  14  points,  72-58,  they  were 
never  really  in  the  game  from  the 
beginning  of  the  second  half. 

In  the  first  quarter,  the  Blue  defense 
and  offense  kept  up  with  the  Exeter 
tempo  and,  at  times,  Andover  even 
outwitted  its  opponents  with  sharp  passes 
into  the  big  men.

Arnold  continued 
to  direct  the  team  on  offense  and  supplied 
excellent  defensive  pressure  on  the  Exeter 


guards.  Guard  Bill  Marr,  ussually  not 
counted  on  for  points  but  for  defense, 
contributed  several  important  baskets, 
converting  to  keep  P.A.  within  striking 
range.  Going  into  the  locker  room,  the 
Blue  was  down  by  only  four  points,  29-25, 
and  seemed  to  be  gaining  confidence  by 
the  minute. 

In  the  third  quarter  P.A.  simply 
collapsed.  The  two  Exeter  guards  were 
doing  most  of  the  damage,  as  one  of  the 
two  players,  then  the  other,  appeared  to 
score  each  time  Exeter  drove  for  the  hoop. 
The  Andover  offense  was  hindered  by  the 
extremely  powerful  Red  man-to-man 
coverage  and  was  unable  to  even  carry  out 
the  set  offensive  plays  which  had  worked 
so  well  for  them  in  the  first  half.

Winning  by  blowout  and  losing  by 
inches  have  become  trademarks  of  ti  e 
1980-81  Girls’  Varsity  Basketball  team.

Gurry  Takes  Coaching  Reigns: 
Whips  Hockey  Team  Into  Shape

Last  year  the  Andover  Boys'  Hockey 
Team,  plagued  by  a rash  of  key  injuries 
and  streaks  of  inconsistency,  compiled  a 
9-6  mark.  The  squad  lacked  depth  to  last 
the  entire  season,  as  debilitating  injuries  to 
first  line  forwards  Eddie  Garden  and  Bill 
McDonough  produced  periods  of  incon- 
sistency and  a number  of  tough  losses. 
This  year,  however,  under  the  strict 
guidance  of  Chris  Gurry,  the  team  appears 
headed  for  a successful  season,  with  added 
depth  and  muscle  being  the  keys  to  victory. 

Captain  Mark  Bellissimo  leads  the 
squad  of  nineteen  players  through  a 
rigorous  seventeen  game  schedule.  Gurry

Falters  In  Next  Two  Games

Before  the  Christmas  break,  the 
Andover  Hockey  Team  showed  promise  by 
defeating  Nobles  & Greenough  3-4.  PA 
played  a tough,  hard  hitting  game 
peppering  the  N&G  goalie  with  22  shots 
while  permitting  a scant  19.  But  over  the 
vacation,  something  happened  to  the 
players,  to  their  intensity,  to  their 
cohesiveness.

Andover’s  Varsity  Hockey  Team 
successfully  opened  its  season  with  an 
impressive  3-1  rout  of  Nobles  & 
Greenough  on  Saturday,  December  6. 
From  the  opening  face-off  to  the  final 
buzzer,  PA  outhustled,  and  outplayed  their 
opponents.  Rick  DeSimone  sparkled  in  the 
net  stopping  18  of  19  shots,  while  left  wing 
Bob  Mazzone  scored  2 goals  including  the 
game  winner.  These  two  players  proved  to 
be  the  keys  to  Andover’s  victory. 

Coach  Chris  Gurry  selected  the  25  best 
qualified  players  and  molded  them  in  his 
image.  The  top  three  lines  consist  of 
Mazzone,  Bellissimo,  and  Hirsch;  Wood, 
Hartman,  and  Moreland;  and  Giles, 
Kohn,  and  Pellegrino.

The  first  line  accounted  for  all  three  of 
Andovers  goals.  Bellissimo  opened  the 
scoring  with  a powerplay  goal  at  14:38  in 
the  second  period.

The  Andover  hockey  team  is  too  modest. 
Isn’t  that  the  only  explanation  for  the 
team’s  losses  to  Deerfield  and  Dartmouth? 
P.A.  takes  pity  on  its  opponents, 
allowing  them  to  grab  sizeable  early  leads. 
Then,  the  mighty  men  in  Blue  make  a 
gritty  comeback  to  narrow  the  difference 
to  a goal  or  two.

Try 
the  Deerfield  game  for  starters.  Deerfield 
gets  five  goals  in  the  first,  P.A.  gets  three 
in  the  second.  P.A.  falls  apart  in  the  third. 
Deerfield  wins  8-3.  Can’t  happen  again, 
can  it?  Try  the  Dartmouth  game. 
Dartmouth  scores  four  in  the  first.  P.A. 
scores  four  in  the  second.  P.A.  falls  apart 
in  the  third.  Dartmouth  wins,  6-4.  P.A.’s 
record?  1-4.  Changes  must  be  made. 

Deerfield  Drubbing 

The  Deerfield  contest,  if  it  can  be  called 
that,  was  divided,  like  Caesar's  Gaul,  into 
3 parts:  the  first  period,  in  which  Deerfield 
won  the  game  with  5 goals  on  16  shots;  the 
second  period,  in  which  Andover  got  3 
goals  to  make  the  score  respectible,  even 
close  for  awhile;  and  the  third  period,  in 
which  Deerfield  got  2 more  goals  on  12 
shots.  If  the  first  and  third  periods  are 
discounted  PA  played  its  best  game  of  the 
year.

Andover's  Hockey  Team  experienced  an 
up  and  down  week  in  what  has  become  an 
up  and  won  season  with  the  .500  mark  the 
goal  for  the  season.  A disappointing  loss  to 
Brown,  7-5.  at  Providence,  was  the  down 
part  of  the  week.

In  fact,  with 
only  2 minutes  and  30  seconds  left  in  the 
game,  the  teams  were  tied  at  one.  Three 
late  third  period  goals  gave  Andover  the 
victory,  only  its  third  win  in  nine  games. 

Dominate 

Milton  was  not  supposed  to  be  one  of 
Andover's  tougher  opponents,  but  the 
Orange  and  Black  gave  PA  a fight  for  their 
lives.  In  a clean,  hard  hitting,  contest,  the 
teams  played  evenly.  They  went  through  a 
scoreless  first  period  with  14  shots  on  goal, 
8 by  the  Blue.  Through  2 periods,  only 
Doug  Hirsch's  goal  separated  the  teams. 
In  the  third.  PA  came  through  in  the 
clutch,  breaking  a 1-1  tie  with  3 goals  in 
the  final  2:16. 

The  Blue  played  well  in  the  first  period, 
although  they  failed  to  score  on  any  of 
their  8 chances.

Scoring 

Against  Brown  University,  Andover 
proved  two  things:  first,  that  its  offense 
can  indeed  score  more  than  three  or  four 
goals  a game  and  get  thirty-six  shots  on 
goal;  and  second,  that  the  team  has  not  yet 
pulled  out  of  its  middle  season  slump. 
Granted,  the  Blue  did  get  balanced 
scoring,  with  the  first  two  lines  and  one 
defensive  tandem  accounting  for  the  goals.

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Hockey  Beats  Bowdoin,  Falls  To  Harvard; 


Boys’  Record  Now  A Disappointing  5-8 


Andover’s  Hockey  Team  split  two  games 
during  the  week,  with  a win  Saturday  over 
Bowdoin  7-4,  and  a loss  Wednesday  to 
Harvard  7-5.  So  what’s  new?  Nothing.  The 
key  is  inconsistency  and  the  Blue  have 
plenty  of  that.  Why  the  1-1  week,  the  5-8 
season  record?  Try  this  explanation  by  a 
team  member: 

“The  system  here  doesn’t  allow  for  the 
intensity  needed.  It  doesn’t  give  a team  a 
chance  to  be  a team  in  all  respects.  Look, 
we  go  to- practice  at  2:30  and  it  is  just  like 
another  boring  class.  That  is  not  the  way 
sports  should  be.  Sports  should  be  intense, 
exciting,  a helluva  a feeling.  The  school 
sacrifices  the  quality  of  sports  for 
academic  excellence.  I am  not  saying  that 
it  is  bad,  I appreciate  the  education,  but 
this  is  not  the  ideal  atmosphere  for 
sports.” 

This  reason  is  true  enough;  but  isn’t  it 
also  true  that  Exeter  and  Deerfield, 
Harvard  and  Yale,  all  experience  the  same 
response?  The  real  reason  for  Andover’s 
failure  is  its  inability  to  be  opportunistic, 
to  be  cautious  at  certain  times,  to  be 
aggressive  at  other  times. 

At  Bowdoin,  Andover  played  well,  well 
enough  to  win  7-4,  but  far  from  well 
enough  to  beat  tougher  opponents  such  as 
Harvard.  On  the  positive  side,  PA  did  not 
go  into  a sheli  and  choke  in  the  third 
period,  as  they  scored  four  straight  goals  to 
overcome  a 4-3  deficit.  The  Blue  also  fired 
37  shots  on  the  Bowdoin  netminder, 
although  just  seven  came  in  the  crucial 
second  period.  On  the  negative  side, 
though,  Andover  fell  apart  in  the  second 
period,  blowing  a 3-0  lead  when  Bowdoin 
scored  four  unanswered  goals.  The 
Bowdoin  squad  had  40  shots  on  goal,  but 
Chuckle  Richardson,  following  up  on  his 
strong  Merrimack  game,  turned  in  a fine 
performance  by  allowing  just  four  goals. 

With  winger  Ralph  Hartman  sidelined 
with  a charley  horse.

goalie  at  7:37.  The  Blue  kept  constant 
pressure  on  Bowdoin,  with  18  shots  on 
goal. 

After  a Doug  Hirsch  tally  at  18:41  on  a 
tip-in  from  Pete  Cobourn,  Bowdoin  staged 
a remarkable  comeback.  Within  a 2 
minute  span  at  14:17,  Bowdoin  scored  two 
goals  to  narrow  the  lead  to  3-2.  On  the 
strangest  sequence  of  plays  in  the  game, 
Bowdoin  tied  the  game  up  at  6:45  when  an 
inadvertent  clearing  pass  by  a defenseman 
put  the  puck  on  a Bowdoin  player’s  stick, 
who  shot  the  puck  into  an  open  net.  Why 
was  the  net  open?  Because  Richardson  was 
pinned  on  the  ice  by  one  of  his  helpful 
defensemen,  naturally.

Insurance  Is  Sweet 

Although  outshot  14-12  in  the  third,  PA 
outscored  its  opponents  4-0.  Woody’s 
power  play  goal  at  10:51  on  a Hirsch  feed 
ignited  the  rally.  Only  41  seconds  later, 
Kohn  scored  the  game-winner,  an 
unassisted  goal.  A minute  later,  Moreland 
added  an  insurance  goal  to  increase  the 
advantage  to  6-3.  Moreland’s  second,  with 
1:19  left,  made  the  final  7-4. 

With  the  temperature  outside  reaching 
65,  Andover  sought  to  cool  down  a hot 
Harvard  JV  squad  which  had  made 
shambles  of  all  Ivy  League  compettion. 
Instead,  although  the  Blue  played  well 
during  certain  periods  of  time,  Harvard 
beat  PA  by  a score  of  7-5. 

In  the  first,  Andover,  behind  the 
miraculous  goaltending  of  Cheesey- 
Richardson,  managed  to  play  their  college 
rivals  evenly.  The  quality  of  the  play,  of  the 
skating,  shooting,  and  passing  was 
disciplined.  Harvard  rifled  18  bullets  at 
Richardson  and  came  up  with  18  blanks. 
Andover  fired  9 shots  against  the  Harvard 
goalie  and  registered  zero  on  the 
scoreboard. 

Whatever  traces  of  inspired  play  the 
Blue  had  in  the  first,  they  lost  in  the 
second.

In  the  third,  Andover  mounted  an

The  praise  of  the  day  goes  to 
the  other  unbelievable  Hochman,  Steve, 
who,  aged  fifteen,  started  in  a very  poor 
position  but  finished  23rd  overall. 

For  the  women,  Captain  Elizabeth  Law 
finished  in  the  top  ten,  skiing  against  five 
of  the  Dartmouth  varsity  (who  are  the 
secon-highest  nationally  ranked  college  ski 
team). 

But  now  to  the  Alpine  team’s 
maintenance  of  its  unblemished  record.

The  past  week  for  the  boys'  swim  team 
was  representative  of  the  entire  season:

Overwhelmed  by  a strong  Hotchkiss 
squad,  the  boys’  varsity  swim  team  lost 
their  meet  on  Saturday  by  a score  of 
63-105.

The  varsity  swim  team  avenged  last

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Male  Swimmers  Sink

The  boys  swimming  was  trounced 
Wednesday  114-56  by  a strong  Dartmouth 
team.  Despite  a handful  of  excellent 
individual  efforts,  the  swimmers  could  not 
overcome  the  barrage  of  Dartmouth 
musclemen.  The  defeat  left  the  boys  with  a 
2-5  record  and  diminished  hopes  of  a 
winning  record  for  this  season.  The  team’s 
lack  of  depth  has  kept  it  from  recording 
many  wins  and  keeping  pace  with  its 
predecessors. 

Rocky  Start 

The  general  precedent  for  the  day  was 
set  by  the  first  race,  the  two  hundred  yard 
medley-relay.  The  firing  of  the  gun  for  the 
first  race  started  Dartmouth  to  an  early 
lead  which  it  upheld  for  the  rest  of  the 
meet. 

The  first  three  places  in  the  second  race, 
200  yard  (eight  lap)  free-style,  were  all 
captured  by  Dartmouth  with  Chris  Burke 
and  Rob  Sherman  finishing  strong  fourth 
and  fifths  respectively.  The  200  yard 
medley  (one  lap  of  each  of  the  four  strokes) 
was  dominated  by  Dartmouth,  who  took 
first  and  second  places,  leaving  the 
remaining  three  spots  for  Andover. 

Dartmouth  Continues 

The  fourth  race  was  no  exception  to  the 
pattern  that  had  been  established: 
Dartmouth  took  fi-st,  second  and  fourth, 
while  Wong  and  Mueller  of  Andover  took 
third  and  fifth. 

Like  the  swimmers,  the  divers  could  not 
muster  a respectable  showing  against  the 
lone  Dartmcuth  diver.  Using  high 
difficulty  dives  with  a mediocre  perfor- 
mance, the  Dartmouth  diver  racked  up 
187.75  points  which  completely  neutraliz- 
ed the  Andover  diving  attack.  A.  Collett, 
Ted  Thomas  and  “Aruba”  Marks  finished 
second,  third  and  fourth  after  the  number 
one  Dartmouth  diver. 

P.A.  Optimism  Dies 

Rob  Sherman  placed  third  in  the  next 
race,  the  hundred  yard  butterfly,  and  once 
again  the  Dartmouth  swimmers  cleaned 
up  the  remaining  places.  The  Andover 
swimmers,  after  that  race,  lost  all 
optimism,  for  the  score  tallied  Dartmouth 
63  to  Andover’s  29.  Chris  Burke  swam  a 
respectable  100  yard  free-style  and  earned 
a second  place,  while  Dartmouth  picked 
up  the  first  and  third  spots.  Peter  Kodzis 
and  Gordy  Goldstein  picked  up  third  and 
fourth  spots  respectively  in  the  500  yard 
free-stvle;  however,  Dartmouth  snatched 


first  and  second  place  to  further  advance 
their  thrashing  of  Andover. 

Star  Shines 

Taking  first,  third  and  fourth  in  the  100 
yard  backstroke,  the  Dartmouth  team 
made  the  result  of  the  meet  unquestion- 
able; with  two  events  to  go  Dartmouth  had 
a 102-54  lead.  The  next  event  unveiled  one 
of  Andover’s  bright  stars.  Scott  Malcolm, 
who  had  raced  in  the  relay-medley,  held 
off  the  Dartmouth  swimmers  for  the 
duration  of  the  100  yard  backstroke  and 
finished  with  an  excellent  time  of  1:04. 
The  team,  however,  finished  off  the  meet 
on  a very  dismal  note.  The  Dartmouth 
swimmers  took  first  and  second  in  the  400 
yard  medley-relay.  So  far,  the  swimmers 
have  certainly  had  a disappointing  year; 
however,  they  look  forward  to  the 
Interschols  at  Exeter  at  the  end  of  the 
term. 

The  Boys’  Varsity  Swimming  team

Andover’s  greatest  problem  at  Lcomis 
Chaffee  was  getting  used  to  the 
meter-length  pool.  Accustomed  to  its  own 
25-yard  pool,  the  Andover  squad  could  not 
accurately  pace  themselves,  as  the  girls 
fouled  up  many  of  the  turns  that  were 
crucial  in  gaining  better  places  in  the 
ndividual  races.  As  a result,  Andover  lost 
many  places  and  points  under  a 
one-second  margin,  while  Loomis  Chaffee 
von  by  a deceptively  large  mark. 

Andover  began  the  meet  with  a first 
place  finish  of  2:17.25  in  the  Individual 
Medley  Relay  tallied  by  Patti  D^.ykos,  Liz 
Rippy,  Leslie  Boileau,  and  Jennifer  Sharp. 
The  meet  from  there  sank  downward. 
Strange  distances  crippled  the  Blue 
swimmers,  as  they  lost  valuable  place- 
points. 

Late  in  the  meet,  when  all  hopes  of 
winning  had  been  drowned,  an  individual 
effort  by  Boileau  in  the  100-meter 
breaststroke  in  1:22.481  broke  the  New 
England  record,  tailing  Andover’s  only 
other  first  place  spot. 

Coach  Diane  Souvaine  did  not  expect  to 
place  first  in  most  of  the  events,  but  her 
strategy  was  to  win  by  dominating  the 
equally  important  second,  third,  and 
fourth  places.  The  meter  differences, 
though,  proved  insurmountable,  and  the 
Blue  squad  lost  its  advantage. 

The  girls’  team  combined  forces  with 
Junior  Varsity,  and  trounced  the  Y.M.C.A. 
in  an  outstanding  performance.  The 
Varsity  grabbed  seven  first  place  showings, 
gaining  a 95-52  victory.  Coach  Souvaine 
said  after  the  stunning  defeat  that  the 
team  received  a terrific  win;  not  only  did  it 
boost  the  team  to  a 1-2  record,  but  it  also 
provided  an  opportunity  for  the  swimmers 
to  attempt  events  they  would  normally  not 
have  swum. 

Successful  Experimentation 

The  contest  belonged  to  P.A.  from  the 
beginning,  when  Ellen  Reynolds,  Elizabeth 
Rippy,  Leslie  Boileau,  and  Maria  Elias 
pulled  out  a first-place  finish  in  the 
200-yard  freestyle  relay.  The  winning  time

Courtney  Car- 
mody,  who  usually  swims  in  50-  and 
100-yard  freestyle  sprints,  attempted  the 
200-yard  individual  medley  for  the  first 
time  and  finished  with  a 2:31.44  to  win. 
While  the  swimmers  were  savoring  their 
impending  victory,  Alison  Beckwith  and 
Tristin  Batchelder  were  adding  salt  to  the 
wound  by  taking  first  and  second  places, 
respectively,  in  the  diving  competition.

500-yard  freestyle  (20  laps):  an  onlooker 
was  quoted  as  saying,  “this  is  the  race  I 
came  to  see.”

Leslie  Boileau,  Ellen  Reynolds,  and 
Jennifer  Sharp  had  earlier  completed  the 
event,  each  within  five  seconds  of  each 
other  in  time-trials. 


Sharp  began  the  race  at  a bear-record 
pace.

Records  are  meant  to  be  broken

fastest  swimmer  on  the  Hotchkiss  team, 
and  she  finished  the  race  in  a time  of 
1:59.26.  With  that  time  she  broke  the  old 
New  England  Record,  defeating  her  closest 
competitor  by  11  seconds.  In  the  500-yard 
Freestyle,  Baumann  again  displayed  her 
speed,  finishing  in  5:16.87  and  smashing 
the  old  New  England  record.  Baumann, 
however,  was  a lone  bright  spot  for 
Hotchkiss,  as  the  Blue  controlled  the 
remainder  of  the  meet.  Jennifer  Sharp,  in 
the  100-yard  Freestyle,  set  a new  school 
record  with  a spectacular  58.40.

Elias  Sets  Record 

Maria  Elias  added  a spark  to  the  Blue 
attempt  by  burning  her  old  school  record 
in  the  500  yard  Free-style.  Her  new  mark 
of  5:32.123  bettered  her  old  mark  by  four 
seconds.  Coach  Souvaine  commented, 
“Maria  is  swimming  as  well  as  I have  seen 
her.  The  record  w'as  not  only  a school 
record,  but  a personal  best  as  well.” 

Ellen  Reynolds  showed  her  supremacy 
in  the  100  yard  Backstroke,  as  she  beat  her 
closest  competitor  by  10  seconds.  The  win 
pushed  Andover  into  a 72-70  lead. 
Suddenly,  the  surge  by  the  Blue  halted  and 
Cape  Elizabeth  grabbed  first  in  the  final 
events,  giving  them  the  win. 

Victory 

On  Wednesday,  the  Girls’  Swim  Team 
showed  their  pride  by  humbling  North 
Suburban  YMCA  112-60.

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Girls  Swim  Past  Exeter, 
Take  Second  In  Tri-meet

The  Girl’s  Varsity  ended  the  week 
“fantastically”  as  Coach  Suvaine  replied 
humbly,  with  a second  place  finish  in  a 
tri-meet  at  Choate  on  Saturday  and  a first 
ever  win  against  Exeter  on  Wednesday. 
During  the  week,  Leslie  Boileau  continued 
her  assault  on  the  Andover  record  board  as 
she  broke  not  only  two  school  records  but 
also  one  New  England  record. 

Souvaine,  explaining  the  second  place 
finish  behind  Germantown,  said  “we  were 
not  expected  to  place  as  high  as  second;  we 
knew  Choate  had  an  experienced  and 
strong  team;  and  we  knew  Germantown 
practiced  three  to  four  hours  each  day  in 
orker  to  continue  their  dominance  in 
swimming.”  Germantown  won  the  meet 
with  104  points;  Andover  finished  nine 
points  behind  Germantown  with  95;  and 
Choate  placed  in  third  with  87  points. 
Souvaine  was  suprised  when  the  Blue 
overtook  Choate  and  was  shocked  when 
the  team  narrowed  the  lead  of  the  powerful 
Germantown  team  to  nine  points. 

For  the  first  half  of  the  meet,  Andover 
captured  second  and  third  places  in  each 
event;  yet,  first  piece  continued  to  elude 
the  Blue.  Then  Allison  Beckwith  began  the 
first  of  a series  of  wins,  as  she  easily  swept 
the  1 meter  dive.  Two  events  later  Maria 
Elias  took  a victory  in  the  400  meter 
freestyle.  Following  Elias’  winning  per- 
formances, Ellen  Reynods  captured  first 
place  finish  in  the  100  meter  Backstroke. 

Leslie  Boileau  completed  the  series  of 
victories,  but  not  before  breaking  the  New 
England  record  in  the  100-meter 
breaststroke.  Swimming  with  the  fluidity 
of  a dolphin  and  the  speed  of  a shark, 
Boileau  touched  the  wall  in  1:20.44, 
arousing  an  appreciative  cheer  from  the 
Andover  bench. 

The  final  event  of  the  afternoon  was  the 
400- meter  freestyle  frelay.  Unfortunately, 
in  order  to  catch  the  leading  Germantown 
squad,  the  Blue  would  need  a first  and 
second  place  finish.  With  the  hopes  of  an 
overall  victory  diminishing,  the  girls 
needed  to  preserve  second  from  the  fast 
finishing  Choate  team,  which  was  close 
behind.  The  relay  team  of  Meghan 
Hanawalt,  Elias,  Reynolds,  and  Sharp 
stunned  Souvaine  with  an  exciting  second 
place  finish,  edging  Choate  at  the  wall. 
The  Blue  was  behind  on  the  last  lap  of  the 
event  until  the  heroics  of  Reynolds,  who 
overtook  her  opponent  and  gave  Andover 
second  place  in  the  meet 

The  explosive  spirit  which  the  girls  take 
to  each  of  their  meets  was  magnified  when 
they  entered  the  pool  to  face  Exeter.  Coach 
Souvaine  said  that  the  win  over  Exeter  was 
“sweet  revenge.” 


“Three  years  ago  Exeter  called  Andover 
and  said  that  they  would  ahev  to  postpone 
their  upcoming  meet  because  of  an 
‘outbreak  of  the  flu,’  which  would  mean 
several  of  Exeter’s  swimmers  would  miss 
the  meet.  The  postponement  came  three 
days  before  the  Interscholastics.  I later 
learned  that  Exeter  had  a practice  the  day 
that  the  meet  was  supposed  to  take  place 
and  none  of  the  swimmers  were  absent.  At 
the  Interscholastics,  Exeter  swept  most  of 
the  events,  and  this  infuriated  me.  This 
meet  was  my  revenge.” 

The  statistics  show  that  Exeter  was 
outclassed  in  the  meet  as  Andover  swept 
all  eleven  first  place  events,  broke  six 
Andover-Exeter  records,  demolished  three 
school  records,  and  smashed  one  pool 
record.  The  final  score  of  99-73  does  not 
fully  describe  the  embarrassment  which 
the  Red  suffered.  The  combination  of  Liz 
Rippy,  Reynolds,  Beckwith,  and  Elias 
broke  the  first  of  six  Andover-Exeter 
records  and  the  first  of  three  school 
records  with  a 2:00.35  in  the  200-yard 
medley  relay.  In  the  200-meter  freestyle, 
Sharp  took  first.  Reynolds  swept  the 
200- meter  individual  medley.  As  expected, 
Beckwith  had  an  easy  win  in  the  one-meter 
dive. 

True  Talent 

After  her  performance  on  Saturday, 
Boileau  continued  her  attack  on  record 
times.  Against  Exeter,  she  finished  the 
meet  with  both  Andover-Exeter  and  school 
records:  the  first  in  the  100-meter  fly  and 
in  a time  of  1:03.25;  the  secon  in  the 
100-meter  breaststroke  with  a time  of 
1:12.31.  The  fly  time  was  also  fast  enough 
to  smash  the  old  pool  record. 

Sharp  was  too  powerful  for  her 
opponents  as  she  captured  the  100-meter 
freestyle.  Elias  took  another  Andover-Exe- 
ter record  with  her  5:31.54  in  the 
500-meter  freestyle.  Reynolds  followed 
with  an  A-E  record  of  1:05.29  in  the 
100- meter  backstroke.  Courtney  Carmody, 
Alison  Smith,  Meghan  Hanawalt,  and 
Sharp  completed  the  record-breaking 
performances  with  a speedy  4:01.36  in  the 
400- meter  freestyle  relay.  , 

Souvaine  said  that  the  victory  was 
especially  impressive  because  everyone 
improved  her  time,  and  everyone 
contributed  to  the  score.  “Our  first 
swimmers  beat  their  first  swimmers  and, 
more  importantly,  every  one  of  our  second 
and  third  swimmers  beat  their  second  and 
third  swimmers.  The  Interschols  are 
approaching,  and  I think  with  this  team 
we  will  do  better  than  last  year’s  fifth  place 
finish.  We  have  a good  chance  at  second 
and  an  outside  chance  at  first.”

Unfortunately  first  place 
eluded  Andover  at  the  hands  of  Loomis 
Chafee,  as  Loomis  sweated  out  a 192-191 
tournament  victory. 

Again,  Leslie  Boileau,  whose  accumula- 
tion of  school  and  New  England  records 
has  stunned  Andover,  exemplified  the  Blue 
performance  when  she  established  another 
New  England  record.  She  also  shattered  a 
New  England  record  in  the  Freestyle  Relay. 
Because  of  her  domination  in  the  breast 
stroke  and  the  butterfly  stroke  and  her 
active  participation  on  the  team,  she  has 
been  selected  as  one  of  the  top  girl  athletes 
for  the  Winter  Term.

Andover  also  finished  1-2  in  the 
50-yard  hurdles  as  Jim  Herberich  won  the 
event  with  a time  of  6:7,  followed  closely  by 
Anthony  Lochiaito.  Co-Captain  Joe 
Sutherland  took  the  50-yard  dash  with  a 
5:6  time,  while  Herberich  placed  second. 
Courtney  Shriver  won  the  polevault,  after 
Randy  Accetta  had  triumphed  in  the  2 
mile  run  in  10:02.  The  Andover  mile  relay 
team  easily  captured  their  event  with  a 
3:45.8  time.  Meanwhile,  Bruno  Mastro- 
pasqua  won  the  shotput  event  by  throwing 
51  feet  5 inches.  Andover  placed  first  or 
second  in  every  event. 

Satisfied  with  the  rout  over  Haverhill 
and  Swampscott,  Coach  Richards  felt  that 
the  tougher  competition  would  be  later  on 
in  the  season.  Mainly  a team  effort,  the 
victory  revealed  no  initial  outstanding 
performers. 

Dartmouth  Relay 

The  Boys  Track  Team  traveled  to  New 
Hampshire  last  weekend  to  compete  in  the 
annual  Darmouth  Relays.  The  squad  did 
extremely  well  as  they  placed  in  two  events, 
the  mile  relay  and  the  high  jump.  The 
Invitational  Meet  had  over  3,000 
competitors  in  all  and  sported  some  of  the 
best  track  athletes  in  the  country.  This  was 
the  first  year  that  PA  had  ever  competed  in 
the  relays  so  it  was  especially  satisfying  for 
Coach  Richards  and  the  team  members  to 
have  done  so  well.  The  Blue  had  also  had 
only  three  days  of  practice  before  the  meet 
while  other  competing  teams  had  been 
working  for  three  and  four  weeks  prior  to 
the  competition. 

New  Record? 

As  for  performances,  an  outstanding 
display  of  talent  was  put  on  by  the  team.

Jump  for  Fifth 

The  high  jump  was  the  other  event  in 
which  PA  placed..  Fermi  Obi  captured 
fifth  in  the  competition  with  a personal 
best  of  six  feet.  To  give  an  example  of  how 
tough  the  competition  was,  the  winner  of 
the  high  jump  had  a leap  of  seven  feet  two 
inches,  which  is  truly  remarkable  for  the 
high  school  level. 

Good  Job 

PA  had  many  other  fine  individual 
performances.  In  the  60  yard  dash, 
Co-Captain  Joe  Sutherland  ran  very  well 
as  he  got  into  the  final  heat  of  the  event 
but  was  not  able  to  place.  In  the  individual 
2 mile  run,  Randy  Accetta  ran  9:51.0  and 
broke  his  own  personal  indoor  best  for  that 
event.  Accetta  finished  a very  respectable 
tenth  in  that  competition.  In  the  hurdles 
event,  Jim  Herberich  was  the  star  as  he 
came  very  close  to  making  the  final  heat.

Boys’  Track  Still  Undefeated; 
Holy  Cross  & MIT  Victims

On  Saturday,  the  Boys’  Varsity  Track 
team  destroyed  a smaller,  weaker  team 
from  Holy  Cross  by  an  overwhelming  82-13 
decision.  The  team  then  faced  a potentially 
powerful  MIT  “B”  squad  which  was 
for  the  first  time  a threat  to  the  undefeated 
season  of  the  Blue  team.  However,  this  fear 
was  quickly  set  to  rest  as  the  Blue  rolled  to 
a 55-35  victory,  advancing  its  record  to  8-0. 

The  Varsity  displayed  such  talent  that 
Holy  Cross  captured  not  a single  first,  only 
three  seconds,  and  four  thirds.  On  its  way 
to  victory,  the  P.A.  tide  swept  four  events 
and  allowed  a single  point  in  three. 

Matt  Lenoe,  the  mighty  Blue  shot 
putter,  rolled  to  an  easy  victory  with  an 
unheard-of  throw  of  50’10”.

John  Burgess, 
recieving  no  competition  from  his 


opponents  or  teammates,  blew  away  te 
field  with  a 4:35.5  mile.  In  the  1000-yard 
run,  P.A’s  Steve  Wemple  led  from  gun  to 
tape.  In  the  two-mile,  Randy  Accetta  sped 
to  an  easy  triumph  with  a time  under  ten 
minutes.  The  mile  relay  team  won  without 
Herberich  and  Sutherland;  even  a second 
entry  from  the  Blue  triumphed  over  the 
limp  Holy  Cross  runners. 

This  meet  did  not  produce  any 
competition  for  the  Blue,  who  continue  to 
set  records  and  win  easily.

IN  the  distance  events,  the  Blue 
dominated  in  sweeping  all  three.  Although 


there  were  many  fine  performances,  it  was 
in  these  events  that  the  team  won  the  meet. 
In  the  mile,  John  Burgess  took  the  lead 
and  never  relinquished  it.  Receiving  no 
contest  from  MIT,  two  Blue  runners  vied 
for  second  and  third  place:  “Bingo”  Bedell 
came  in  second,  and  “Stretch”  Donahue 
took  third.

Viurphy,  a new  senior  wrestling  at  180  lbs, 
Phil  Kamal,  wrestling  in  the  unlimited 
class,  and  a strong  group  of  middle-class 
wrestlers,  such  as  Tonv  Bienstock,  Howie 
Lebowitz,  John  Kim,  Rodney  Muse, 
Karlton  Muse,  Bob  McCurrack,  John 
Wyrick,  and  Mike  Lamontagne. 

New  environs 

The  Athletic  Complex  renovation  last 
year  made  available  to  the  wrestlers  a 
practice/competition  room  which  converts 
from  one  to  the  other  in  a matter  of  a few 
minutes;  in  previous  years,  the  mats  had  to 
be  taken  from  the  small  downstairs 
wrestling  room  to  the  larger  space  in  the 
cage  for  competition.  The  wrestling 
practice  room  now  sports  enough  space  to 
allow  spectators  to  cheer  on  the  wrestlers. 
Coach  Kip  anticipates  experimenting  with 

holding  competitions  on  Monday  evenings 
in  the  easily  converted  space.  He  explained 


that  it  would  be  one  of  the  only  ways  in 
which  the  squad  would  be  able  to  wrestle 
the  separate  High  School  league  in  its  own 
busy  schedule;  Coach  Kip  stressed  the 
importance  of  wrestling  the  public  high 
school  teams  since  they  would  be  a 
consistent  “standard  of  measure,”  for  the 
team’s  progress.  Comparison  to  the  other 
prep  schools,  which  fluctuate  in  talent 


from  year  to  year,  does  not  always  proved 
to  be  beneficial. 

Looking  ahead 

The  squad  presently  prepares  for  an 
informal  pre-season  match  with  Hyde 
School,  last  year’s  “A”  'champions  and 
“the  only  real  apparent  obstacle  to  the 
Andover  squad,”  remarked  an  optimistic

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Wrestlers  Defeat  Worcester

The  wrestling  team  started  off  a highly 
lopeful  season  by  defeating  Worcester 
Academy  by  a score  of  39-21.

Winchendon  came  to  Andover  with  a 
record  of  0-1.  Asxed  about  their  strategy 
for  the  match,  the  Winchendon  Coach 
replied,  “We’re  here  for  a good  workout.” 

Andover  started  the  action  with  a quick 
pin  by  John  Kim  but  Winchendon 
demanded  respect,  as  Volker,  a P.G.  at 
Winchendon,  tied  Blaise  Zerega  in  knots 
and  left  him  with  a bleeding  nose.  Howie 
Lebowitz  quickly  and  decisively  procured 
an  impressive  win  over  his  opponent.  John 
Wilson,  a senior  yet  first-year  wrestler, 
exhibited  his  natural  talent  as  he 
successfully  conquered  his  opponent  with 
a win. 

However,  the  climax  of  the  afternoon 
■ was  Phil  Kamal’s  heavyweight  matchup. 
Kamal  stood  in  a room  rivoted  by  chants 
and  claps,  facing  360  lb  Bill  Luddy.  In  only 
three  seconds,  Kamal  maneuvered  Luddy 
into  a headlock.  Suddenly,  all  360  lbs  were 
thrown  high  in  the  air  to  no  less  than 
vertic:  1 position.  Kamal  took  the  match  as 
the  referee  signaled  Ludd/s  defeat. 

Asked  about  the  team’s  aspirations, 
Coach  'Kip  said,  “We’re  trying  to 
accumulate  as  much  experience  and  fun  as 
we  can  in  order  to  prep 're  us  for  the 
N.E.I.S.W.A.tournament  later.”  Coach 
Kip  added  that  he  still  holds  a positive 
position  although  injuries  and,  as  always, 
other  sports  have  taken  away  from  the 
program. 


Co-Captain  Scott  Smith  registered  tne 
fastest  pin  of  the  year  against  his 
Worcester  opponent,  pinning  him  42 
seconds  into  the  match.  For  most  of  the 
short  bout.  Smith  tied  up  with  his 
opponent  probing  his  defenses,  until  he 
swiftly  • to  the  mat  and  cradled 

him. 

Quickness  helped  Arthur  Murphy 
subdue  the  Worcester  champion  in  a hard 
and  aggressive  match  that  continued  into 


the  third  period,  until  Murpy  finally 
pinned  his  man.  Phil  Kamal  humbled  the 
Worcester  captain  in  a match  of  muscles, 
29  seconds  into<the  second  period.  For  a 
while,  Kamal  remained  dormant  under- 
neath his  opponent,  until  he  wrist-rolled 
him;  once  on  top,  Kamal  locked  his 
opponent’s  arms,  scoring  a pin.  Other  pins 
tallied  by  Andover  came  from  the  work  of 
Jeff  Hunt,  Donald  Kim  — who  shows 
much  promise  this  year  with  a pin  1:22 
into  the  first  period  — and,  much  to  the 
team’s  surprise,  Rodney  Muse. 

The  toughest  bouts  of  the  match  were  in 
the  133  lbs  and  145*  lbs  weight  classes, 
fought  by  Tony  Bienstock  and  Blaise 
Zerega.  Andover  split  the  decisions  in  these 
two  endurance  battles,  as  Bienstocx  won 


by  a one  point  decision  and  Zerega  lost  by 
one  point.  After  making  a few  mistakes, 
Bienstock  ended  the  second  period  behind, 
5-4;  but  in  the  third  period,  Bienstock’s 
rough  and  tumble  style  enabled  him  to 
pull  a reverse,  winning  6-5.  Zerega,  in  a 
similar  dilemna,  entered  the  third  period 
behind,  4-2.

Ninth  Inning  Surge 

With  one  out  in  the  bottom  of  the 
ninth.  Bob  Clifford  was  hit  by  a pitch. 
The  remarkably  fleet  catcher  stole  second 
on  the  next  pitch,  advancing  to  third  on 
the  overthrow  to  the  keystone  bag.  With  a 
head-first  slide,  Clifford  beat  the  throw 


from  center  field  to  third,  scoring 
moments  later  on  Pelletier’s  game  winner. 

Wednesday,  May  13,  Andover -A  simple 
walk  can  hurt;  at  least,  that  is  what 
baseball  managers  say.

A seasoned  Kent  Crew  team  proved  too 
much  for  Andover  in  the  first  race  of  the 
spring  season.  A squad  from  England's 
Radley  College  also  joined  in  one  of  the 
races. 

Second  Boat  Race 

The  great  rivalry  between  Kent  and 
Andover  was  reaffirmed  with  a race 
between  the  second  boats.  Right  from  the 
start.  Kent  pulled  ahead  by  a length  in 
the  mile-long  race.  The  first  quarter  of 
the  race  looked  hopeful  for  Andover,  but 
Kent  gradually  increased  its  lead, 
finishing  a staggering  17.5  seconds  ahead 
of  the  Blue  with  a time  of  4:42.

Both  Kent  and  Radley 
widened  their  advantages  over  P.A., 
ending  in  an  evenly  spaced  finish  of  Kent 
in  4:22,  Radley  in  4:31,  and  Andover  at 
4:43. 

Head  coach  Peter  Washburn  remains 
optimistic  about  the  future  of  Andover’s 
crew  squad.  Coach  Washburn  commented 
that  he  feels  good  about  the  rowers’ 
attitudes  and  techniques,  and  that  speed 
could  be  developed  through  conditioning 
along  with  more  water  time.

Looks  Towards  Interschols 


Crew  Sweeps  NMH

Saturday,  May  16,  Connecticut  River- 

Andover’s  Crew  Team  travelled  to 
Northfield  last  Saturday  to  teach  NMH  a 
lesson  in  dominating  a meet.  Their  goal 
was  to  achieve  a total  sweep  from  the  Big 
Red  of  NMH  and  the  result  was  just  that 
with  Andover  winning  all  six  of  the  day's 
contests.  Much  of  Andover's  worries  were 
not  whether  or  not  it  was  going  to  win. 
but  on  how  much  they  were  going  to  win 
by.  Coach  Washburn  explained  that  a 
large  margin  between  boats  was  needed  to 
recieve  a better  seeding  at  Interschols.  As 
the  skies  threatened  to  pour  down  rain  on 
Northfield.  the  eights  from  Andover  began 
it's  onslought  of  the  NMH  oarsmen. 

The  course  on  the  Connecticut  proved 
to  be  a most  challenging  one  for  both  the 
oarsmen  and  the  coxswains,  who  to 
navigate  the  treacherous  waters  by 
steering  clear  of  the  numerous  logs  that 
floated  on  the  surface.  The  dod-legged 
course  demanded  the  port  side  to 
lengthen  it's  stroke,  thus  completing  the 
turn  with  little  disturbance  to  the  stroke 
Andover’s  third  boats  started  the 
massacre  with  two  convincing  victories. 
The  boy's,  after  being  startled  by  a biased 


starter,  gained  momentum  and  overtook 
their  opponents  to  cross  the  finish  line 
several  lengths  ahead  of  the  NMH  boat. 
The  girls  then  proceeded  to  dispose  of  thir 
rivals.  The  start  here  seemed  to  be  a 
problem:  the  NMH  starter  was  catching 
Andover’s  oarsmen  off  guard,  a deficiency 
which  continued  all  day,  but  the  girls 
pulled  together  and  chalked  up  its  first 
victory  of  the  season. 

Due  to  the  sharing  of  shells  by  the 
second  and  third  boats,  the  first  boats, 
who  usually  race  last,  took  to  the  river  to 
defeat  its  opposing  eights.  The  Andover’s 
best  then  proceeded  to  follow  the  winning 
trend.  Boy's  first  gained  the  advantage  in 
the  first  half  of  the  course  and  never  gave 
back  a seat,  finishing  a few  lengths  ahead 
of  NMH.  The  Girl’s  were  not  to  be 
outdone  though,  as  their  boat  convin- 
cingly cruised  to  an  open  water  victory. 

Andover’s  second  boats  then  wrapped 
up  the  day  by  completing  the  total  sweep 
of  the  NMH  team.  Boy’s  second  settled 
for  an  open  water  victory  after  a bad 
start.  Andover’s  eight  took  the  lead  early 
in  the  race,  and  managed  to  gain  three 
boat  lengths  at  the  finish.  The  finale 
proved  to  be  the  closest  of  the  day’s 


contests,  with  Andover’s  Second  Girls 
overpowering  the  NMH  girls  crew.  The 
NMH  crew  in  the  sprint  to  clinch  the  final 
victory  of  the  day.  Andover’s  girls  were 
taken  by  surprise  at  the  start,  but  some 
smooth  and  powerful  rowing  brought  P.A. 
even  with  200  meters  to  go.  The  Blue’s 
sprint  proved  to  be  to  strong  for  the  NMH 
girls  who  broke  down  and  finished  behind 
the  Andover  boat  by  one  length. 
Wednesday,  May  5,  Merrimac-  A crew 
from  Middlesex  ventured  to  the  banks  of 
the  Merrimac  to  take  on  four  of 
Andover’s  boats.  Andover  launched  its 
third  and  fourth  boy’s  boat  and  its  third 
and  fourth  girls  to  meet  the  challenge. 

For  the  boys,  the  day  was  just  a warm 
up  as  both  boats  won  easily.  The  girls  ran 
into  tough  luck,  the  third  losing  by  less 
than  a second,  and  the  fourth  by  a few 
seconds.  The  bqys  fourth  would  have  won 
by  a large  margin  but  one  of  the  oars 
popped  out  of  its  oarlock.  After  it  was 
replaced,  the  boys  began  to  gain  on  their 
opponents.  After  gaining  what  it  thought 
to  be  a good  lead,  the  oar  again  flew  out 
of  the  oarlock.  But  under  the  stern 
leadership  of  cox  Geoff  Tuller,  the  Blue, 
with  seven  oarsmen,  continued  to  attack 
its  rivals.  Regaining  the  oar  for  the  last 
few  strokes,  the  forth  boat  crept  by 
Middlesex  and  won  by  three  seconds.  The 
third  boat  had  no  such  difficulty  in 
disposing  of  its  competition  by  ‘‘many 
lengths.”  This  was  a good  warm  up  for 
the  Interschols,  where  the  third  boat 
hopes  to  win  its  division.  The  Andover 
girls,  racing  in  fours,  were  not  used  to  the 
conditions,  and  fell  short  of  victory  by  a 
narrow  margin. 

Andover’s  crew  is  looking  for  a good 
showing  in  Saturday’s  Interscholastic 
competition.  The  Girls  Second  B9at  is 
favored  to  win,  and  several  other  boats 
are  seeded  in  the  top  three.  Coach 
Washburn  has  been  training  the  crew  for 
this  weekend  all  term,  and  he  feels  that 
Andover  is  ready.

Mistakes  cost  the  #1  seeded  Girls' 
second  boat  the  top  standing,  finishing 
second  by  half  a length  behind  Simsbury. 

For  the  Boys’  second  boat,  second  place 


and  possibly  victory  seemed  imminent  for 
the  first  1.250  meters,  as  it  crept  up  on 
the  strong  Kent  squad,  but  three 
successive  crabs  (stuck  oars)  at  the  end 
quickly  sent  the  boat  back  to  a fourth 
place  finish. 

Four  the  Girls'  first  boat,  hopes  of  an 
undefeated  season  drowned  in  the  last 
sprint,  as  the  strong  squads  from  Simbury 
and  St.  Paul’s  inched  just  one  second 
ahead  of  P.A.  The  boys  had  worse  luck 
against  the  strong-  forces  of  Kent,  St. 
Paul's,  and  Simsbury.  Kent,  a dominating 
squad,  thrashed  the  course  record  set 
earlier  that  day.  finishing  with  a 4:21.4. 

Exeter  Torpedoed 

Exeter's  narrow  and  curved  course  did 
not  prove  insurmountable,  as  the  six  lady 
coxswains  steered  all  of  the  Girls’  first 
three  boats  and  the  Boys’  second  to 
victory. 

The  Girls’  Second  Boat  won  the  closest 
race  of  the  day,  squeaking  ahead  of  the 
Red  shell  by  . 1 second,  thereby  preserving 
a well-deserved  undefeated  season.  The 
Boys'  Second  also  undermined  Exeter’s 
hopes,  taking  the  warped  course  5.2 
seconds  ahead  of  their  Red  hosts. 


The  Girls’  first  boat  also  smashed 
Exeter,  rowing  to  a two-length  lead  at  the 
end  of  the  course.  The  Boys'  first  in  an 
overanxious  effort,  led  the  first  1,000 
meters,  but  the  stroke  rating  was  toe 
high.  The  Blue  energy  died  in  the 
premature  strain  as  Exeter  sloshed  by. 

Reasserting  its  dominance  in  the 
Interschols.  the  Girls’  third  left  the  Exeter 
roweress«  in  their  wake  by  a 10.2  second 
margin. 

The  Boys’  third  also  ran  into  some 
trouble  a week  after  the  ’Schols,  as  an 
ambiguous  start  from  the  referee  gave 
Exeter  the  jump  on  P.A.  Despite 
Andover’s  eventual  start  into  that  race, 
the  lead  was  too  great,  and  the  scattering 
of  concentration  at  the  start  weakened  the 
whole  run  for  the  Blue.  P.A.  narrowed 
the  lead,  but  Exeter  held  on  to  victory  by 
a length. 

This  season.  Andover  Crew  boasts  an 
impressive  12-7  win-loss  season  for  the 
boys  and  a 10-2  season  for  the  girls,  while 
overall.  P.A.  took  the  Interschol  title  for 
the  year.  “Andover  rowing,”  according  to 
Coach  Peter  Washburn,  "is  now  a force  to 
be  reckoned  with."

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A seasoned  Kent  Crew  team  proved  too 
much  for  Andover  in  the  first  race  of  the 
spring  season.  A squad  from  England's 
Radley  College  also  joined  in  one  of  the 
races. 

Second  Boat  Race 

The  great  rivalry’  between  Kent  and 
Andover  was  reaffirmed  with  a race 
between  the  second  boats.  Right  from  the 
start,  Kent  pulled  ahead  by  a length  in 
the  mile-long  race.  The  first  quarter  of 
the  race  looked  hopeful  for  Andover,  but 
Kent  gradually  increased  its  lead, 
finishing  a staggering  17.5  seconds  ahead 
of  the  Blue  with  a time  of  4:42. 

Specifically,  Kent’s  clear  domination  of 
Andover  was  due  to  superior  and 
extensive  training.  In  addition  to  training 
camp  in  Florida,  Kent  also  has  several 
rowing  competitions  with  college  teams 
and  has  already  raced  in  them  since 
March  19th.  The  Andover  rowers  are  not 
necessarily  discouraged  by  their  loss, 
though,  as  Kent's  strokers  are  probably 
the  best  in  New  England. 

In  the  wake  of  Kent’s  $9,000  British 
Yarbocraft,  Andover  battled  with  Radley 


but  faltered  and  fell  to  Radley’s  strength 
and  precision.  Both  Kent  and  Radley

Andover  Crew  ended  its  season  in  a 
great  stroke  of  success,  capturing  first 
overall  in  the  Interscholastics  on  May  23 
and  cruising  by  four  of  six  Exeter  boats  a 
week  later.  Can  anyone  deny  the  squad  a 
new  boathouse?  There  were  also  two 
Andover  first-place  finishes  in  the  Grand 
Finals  by  the  Girls'  and  Boys'  third  boats.

Exeter’s  narrow  and  curved  course  did 
not  prove  insurmountable,  as  the  six  lady 
coxswains  steered  all  of  the  Girls’  first 
three  boats  and  the  Boys’  second  to 
victory. 

The  Girls’  Second  Boat  won  the  closest 
race  of  the  day,  squeaking  ahead  of  the 
Red  shell  by  .1  second,  thereby  preserving 
a well-deserved  undefeated  season.  The 
Boys’  Second  also  undermined  Exeter’s 
hopes,  taking  the  warped  course  5.2 
seconds  ahead  of  their  Red  hosts.

Boys’  Track  Places  First  in  Tri-meets

Boys’  Track  Holds  Class 
A Title;  Shocked  By  Red

Jim  _ Herberich's  decimation  of.  the 
record  books  in  the  hurdles  and  Joey 
Sutherland’s  fleet  speed  in  the  sprints  led 
the  Boys'  Track  team  to  success  in 
defending  its  Class  A Division  Champion- 
ship against  ten  other  teams  last  week  at 
Exefer.  The  Blue,  outran,  outthrew,  and 
outjumped  all  the  teams  except  its  sister 
rival.  Exeter,  which  managed  to  stay 
within  a few  points  of  Andover  until  the 
final  two  events.  In  the  end.  the  Blue 
overcame  the  - often-leading  Red  with  a 
final  166-104  tally.  In  Andover's  next 
meet  with  the  revengeful  Reds,  both 
Herberich's  and  Sutherland's  upsets  in 
their  events  and  some  close  toss-up 
matches  sealed  P.A.'s  fate  of  losing  the 
grudge  match.  741  2-70'  2. 

Saturday,  May  23,  Exeter--Jim  Herberich 
and  Joey  Sutherland,  who  each  won  two 
individual  races  and  participated  in  two 
winning  relays,  led  the  P.A.  effort  on 
Saturday.  Not  only  did  they  win.  but  in 
each  event  they  ran.  they  recorded  the 
fastest,  times  ever  in  Interschol  history. 
Between. the  two  of  them,  .they  amassed 
more  point's  than  seven  of  the  teams 
competing.  Jim  won  the  110-meter  high 
hurdles  with  a time  of  14.1  seconds  and 
the  300-meter  intermediate'  hurdles  in 
34.4  seconds,  both  school  records.  Joey 
won  the  100-meter  dash  in  11.0  seconds 
and  the  200-meter  dash  in  22.3  seconds. 
Both  competed  oh  the  winning  4 x 100 
and  mile  relay  teams. 


Behind  Herberich  in  the  hurdles  was 
Anthony  Lichiatto.  who  captured  sixth 
place  with  a time  of  15.4  seconds,  as  well 
as  fourth  place  in  the  intermediate 
hurdles  with  a time  of  41.4  seconds. 
Behind  Sutherland  in  the  sprints  was 
Ecmi  Obi.  who  placed  sixth  in  the 
100-meter  dash  with  a time  of  11.6  and 
fourth  in  the  200- meter  with  a time  of 
23.3  seconds.  Obi  also  captured  third  in 
the  high  jump  with  a leap  of  6’0".  and 
ran  a leg  on  I lie  w inning  sprint  relay 
team. 

Unfortunately  for  Andover,  its  best 
placing  of  the  day  came  in  a ijon-scormg 
event,  the  hammer  throw.  Peter  Grammas 
and  led  Kokas  went  1-2  in  the  event, 
which  did  not  count  because  only  half  of 
the  schools  were  represented.  The  winning 
throw  was  53.05  meters.  The  weight  men 
were  also  highly  successful;  Keith  Getter 
placed  second  in  the  discus  with. a throw 
of  38.10  meters,  and  Bruno  Mastropasijua 
followed  with  a throw  of  3t>,85  meters. 
Bruno  also  placed- third  in  the  shot  pul 
with  a heave  of  .53*3’.  Behind  him  was 
teammate  Pete  Coburn,  who  grabbed  fifth 
with  a put  of  48'6'  2".  Dan  Bennett 
captured  a third  in  the  javelin  with  a 
throw  of  53.5  meters. 

In  the ' pole  .vault,  Courtney  Shriver 
vaulted  1 l'6"  to.  place  second.  Despite 
winning  the  seeded  section  of  the 
400-meter  run  with  a diving  finish.  Junior 
Stefan  Kalii/.ry's  heat  .was  slowed  by  a 
strong  gust  of  wind,  and  as  a result  his

forma  n'ces  in  the  400-meter  dash. 
Weniple  and  Burgess  also  chalked  up 
eight  points  against  the  failing  Reds  in 
their  first  and  second  finishes  in  the  800. 

I he  meet  was  close--the  closest  seen  by 
the  track  team  all  season,  but  the 
70‘/i-79'/2  win  by  Exeter  by  no  means 
showed  a constant  lead  over  the  powerful 
Blue.  All  of  the  events  were  close  and  in 
most  cases  the  smallest  detail  could  have 
turned  the  outcome.  One  tenth  of  a 
second  faster  in  the  1 10  high  hurdles  or 
9"  more  in  the  javelin  could  have  changed 
the  meet's  finish.  Although  the  team  was 
plagued  by  injuries,  spirit  was  very  much 
alive.  It  was  alive  in  the  way  everyon 
waited  in  support  of  the  team  instead  of 
taking  the  early  bus  home,  and  it  was 
alive  in  the  way  the  squad  looked  forward 
to  the  NMH  meet. 

The  Boys'  Track  team  bounced  back 
from  its  loss  to  Exeter  to  win  its  last  track 
meet  of  the  season.  The  two-hour  bus  ride 
did  not  seem  to  have  any  detrimental 
effect  on  the  team,  particularly  the 
sprinters,  who  showed  no  mercy  in  taking 
a 91 -S3  victory. 

Joe/  Sutherland,  running  in  his  last 
race  of  the  year,  went  out  a winner,  taking 
both  the  100-  and  400-meter  dashes. 
Hampered  by  injuries,  the  jumpers  feared 
a possible  loss,  but  Kevin  Footman  leaped 
•six  feet  and  Sean  Rynne  took  first  in  the 
triple  jump.  Femi  Obi  and  Jim  Giles  did 
not  finish  as  well  as  they  usually  did  due 
to  knee  injuries. 

This  win  against  Northfield-Mount 
Hermon  marked  another  successful  track 
season  for  Coach  Jack  Richards  and  his 
stars  -keep  on  trucking.
